Activities Fee Reserve

the student at 50% of 4he 

original cost. S.G.A. then 
sold all purchased books to 
the book store at no profit 

' and redeposlted the entire 
Used Book Buy Back buc^t 
into the resCTve fund.^ 

Now, S.G.A. is fiKsed wilh 
the dilemma of a sharply 
decreased Activity Fee's 
Budget for the 74-76 academ- 
ic year. This is due to a 
declining student enrollment 

here at Mansiield. In order 
to exiiaift ^ situation 
clearly an account of our 
budgetary process is neces- 
saiy. 

Uunng the month of March, 
the S,G»A. Committee of 
Finances sends out budget 
-jequest forms to all budg^ed 
organizations^ Any organi- 
zation which hasnTbeen pre- 
viously budg€*ed^ with 
student activity money may 
request a budget for the fol- 
lowing academic year. In 
order to beccme a budgeted 
organization certain require- 
m^ts must be met. 

First of all, "an organiza- 
tion must be recognized by 
the Government Association 
as a student campus org^nf- 
zation. S.G.A. recooiition 
shall consist of Senate 
acceptance of the organiza- 
tion's constitution." The 
Committee of Finance will 
not "budget or finance any^ 
socially or academically 



The following criteria 
which are presently used as 
guidelhm to determine tle^ 
validity of a request are: 
(a) How many students are 
served? <h) What services 
are provided? (c) Is the mem- 
bership open and if so is it 
advertised as such^ (d) How 
successfhly did the organiza- 
tion use it s allocation in 
the previous year? (e) Is the 
program estfiblished, effec- 
tive, and successful? (f) Are 
there any other incomes? 

(g) Has the ori^teatien 
tried to make money? 

(h) Does the organization 
promote 1;he college ? " 

At present it looks as 
thou^ S.G.A.'s Committee 
of Finances will be preparing 
a budget with a decreased 
student activity fee intake 
due to declining student 
enrollment. So, we feel, 
some modifications in our 
budgetary process is one 
alternative. Another alter- 
native is to raise the activi- 
ties fee, Hovyever, we feel 
we fpm compensate fc^^ re- 
viewing all organizational 
accounts and locating un- 
' necessary expencBtures. 
This modification of the 
Committee of Finances' 
ci^eria for determining re- 
quest validity will be a vast 
project which needs to be 
icompleted very soon.

The Task Force on En- 
rollment headed fay Dr. 
Donald Damton met over the 
semester break to study the 
cunent and possible future 
enrollment at Mansfbld. 
They studied the situation 
and had several outsiders 
in to talk to them on the 
matter. The task force 
realized that enrollment not 
only depends on admissions 
but also on the programs and' 
general characteristics of 
Mansfield in order to main- 
tain studeiits pres^tly en- 
rolled. It should be noted, 
however, that it .is" a 
natioiiwlde trend in decline 
of enroUmeiit particularly .in 
smaller colleges. It is 
speculated to be short, term. 

D]^. Damton stated that it 
was the general feeling of 
the faculty and administra- 
tion that standards for ad- 
mission should not be lower- 
ed. - However* he also 
stated t^t the adnieaion 
procedures would be ex- 
amined so that eliminating 
prospective studoite who 
have lower SAT scores but 
high class rank or lower 
class rank with high SAT 



scores would not be auto- 
matic. Ihis kind of a sit- 
uation, Damton feels* , .is 
often a result of a weak 
background. Special sup- 
port services would be of- 
fered to help strengthen 
these weak fields in pre- 
paration for college. This 
program will be started in 
the fall. 

Another change by the 
task force will be dreeing, 
the procedure of making 
students withdraw com- 
pletely from school. In- 
stead, Damton suggested 
oflining a "leave of ab- 
^in^*' for students w1k> 
want, to- woric a^ senieilMw 
This would "leave the doors 
open" in case they wanted 
to come back. 

Additional progralba 
drawing mostly on already 
available sources have been 
suggested, by the committee 
of ten feculty and adminis- 
tration members. These 
have "the potential for at- 
tmcting students*'. Such 
programs have been sug- 
gested: ^Gefontology (a 
course dealing with the pro- 
blems of the aged); Early

vice-president George Pernio conducted an open dis- 
cussion concerning the budget proUeniS'' facing all 
organiEatiODS next year. Most of the organizations are 
now caught hetween two forces, the prospect of decreas- 
ing enrollment and increasing operating costs^ 

When the Budget Committee begins receiving pre- 
liminary* budgets next month, some system of priorities 
must be established. Some suggestioiip as an ** across 
tlie bbai4** ettt fbr all organizatiolis are totally unreal. 
While it was argued that the larger organizations would 
be cut proportionally greater, this essentially is not 
the proAeou Operating costs have increased to the 
pqint where any cut in the budget will reqpid^iuA rediic- 
tkm £n the munher of AerviGes. offered.^. ^ ^ 

We suggest that the Budget G6mmltte^ estaliUsh 
some set of priorities - that is, insure the survival of 
the organizations that service the greatest proportion 
of the campus. It is these organizations that should be 
maintained and budgeted accordingly. 

Another suggestion included an increase in the 
Activities Fee. This might be one alternative, but an 
increase of tl5 per year would be required to match 
this year's total budget. In all likelihood, such an 
increase would never pass through SGA. 

In conclusion, we suggest a compromise. Organiza- 
tional budgets will have to be cut to some de^ee and 
the Activity Fee will have to be raised, hopefuMy, 
(mly a fiew dollars. -

In a three-day trial in 
federal court. Judge Malcolm 
Muir has ruled in favor of 
Dr. In^^ho Chung's charge 
that he was denied the right 
to a due process hearing 
bejfbie lut dismissal. 

Dr. Chung was refused 
tenure after five years* pro- 
b«tl€»i and dismissed; he 
Si^iegueatly pressed 
oha^l^s against Dr. 
>Lafilfaice l^ariu A di^ 
process hearing in kpt\\ 
and May of 1972 determined 
that Dr. Park "had adequate 
groiihds for reaching Ills 
decision in denying Dr. 
Chung continuing em- 
ployment status." Dr. Park 
claimed that Dr. Chuiig^ 
foreign accent interfered 
with class communication 
and tiiat Msr teaching^ 
methods were not suitable. 

However, Mr. Thomas 
Walrath* Dr. Changes 
attorney, claimed that 8ie 
hearing was constitutionally 
inadequate. According to 
Walrath, the due process 
hearing Only determined 
whether Dr. Park had acted 



m an aifaiitttt^ 
or discriminatory manner. 
The Supreme Court has ruled 
that a teacher who is dis- 
missed from his job is en- 
titled to a hearing in which 
he has the opportunily to 
refute the reasons and 
evidence given for his dis- 
missal. 

In a letter of February 4t 
1974, Dr. Park stoted in a 
letter to the faculty that 
* 'Judge Muir has ruled in 
favor of Dr. Chiin^ on that 
iss ue (den i al of righ t 4o^ 
due process hearing) and 
has ordered the trial to 
continue 10 ~tl»t he may 
decide the second issue re- 
lating to the adequacy of the 
hitting afforded Dr. Chiiiig.*' 

In the same letter. Dr. 
Pa^ lenarked that ntiis 

Justice Department has ad- 
vised the College that the 
ibourt oid^ does not re- 
quire reinstatement of Dr. 
Chung. The case has been 
placed on the March 4, Trial 
'List of Judge Muir's court, 
at which time the second 
issue will be addressed." 



The Laurel Dormitory 
Cotmcil will send out a sur- 
vey asking residents of 
Laurel whether or not they 
favor 24 hour open visitation 
on the weekends.

.This is the situation which 
the Laurel dorm council is 
investigating. 

There are two reasons why 
MSC does not now have 24 
hour intervisitation accord- 
ing to Dean Kelchner. First 
of all, there was never a 
request. "Secondly, accord- 
ing to the best uiformation 
available to the Dean of Stu- 
dents office, not everyone 
, wants t h i s4ype of op e n d orm^ 
policy. Dean Kelchner felt 
that students at MSC want a 
IWile^ oi 1 iving conditions 
and that Mansfield offers 
that variety. Dean Kelchner 
was quick to point out that 
Hemlock and Pinecrest, two 
of the co-ed halls at MSC, 
were not the first hi^ls to b6 
filled. As a result the Dean 
of Students office has not 
detected luiy increased ^ 
interest in more progressive 
visitation policies. Depr 
Kelchner stated that the 
Administration was' "Uddng 
a noncommittal stance on 
this issue. The Dean of 



dents office at this point is 
neither for nor against ,24; 
hour intervisitation. Dean 
Kelchner said, that at MSC 
tMngs like tMs we taken^ 
in steps or stages. Co-ed 
halls came in steges as did 
length of time for visitation. 
Dean Kelchner emphasized 
that students have a right 
to a variety of living con- 
ditions and ^ihould have a^ 
a cboiceir . . -

,2« The- seasonal reporting 
of registration hassles, 
especially in larger institu- 
tions.

4. Booze in the dorms. 

5. Social issues such as 
shiplifitng, vandalism, rape 
and fires.. 

6. Cutbacks on loans, schol- 
arships, gifts to colleges, 

7. Tlie Kahoutek T\zz\e, j 
Far "out in front (no sur- 
prise) is the energy crisis. 
Stories, photos and cartoons 
illus^ted scores of methods 
of combat. But uppermost is 
probf that all colleges are 
tackling the problem in their 
own ways. Among the 
stories were those about 
louring temperatures, 
turning off outside decorative 
lights, removing some bulbs, 
longer vacation time, shorter 
work week for staff, switch- 
ing ftials, fewer trips for 
teams and faculty, and in 
one case^ a story about 
students and faculty building 
a solar energy house. 

The crisis caused the most 
editorial ftiror at Colorado 
School of Mines at Golden 
where the cmomunity worked 
up its own emotional BTU's 
over whether the big lighted 
"M" on the hillside, a 
famed landmark, should be 
tamed off for the duration. 
At this date, tfas Usue isn't 
settled* 



The fact that an issue is 
covered heavily in the com- 
mercial press is not a re- 
liable measure of how much 
the college press covers the 
same issue. What counts is 
how much it affects the 
students. Example: The 
energy crisis and Nixon's 
status get wide attention in~ 
the college press despite the 
avalanche of coverage by^ 
city dailies, radio and TV. 
On the other hand, another 
"popular" subject in the 
commercial media was Ko- 
houtek. It got surprisingly 
-little coverage in the college 
press, esf9v ftcm reportet s^ on 
the astronomy beats. 

Old, pros, are often grate- 
M tck feature ideas. So 
perhaps a couple of sugges- 
tions here might find some 
use in a news-quiet week. 

What, for example, has the 
stock market nose dtive done 
to the college's endowment 
fund? Private colleges, in 
particular, are really hurt by 
the depreciated value of their 
"nest eggs." 

Some colleges have cut 
their office help back to a 
shorter work- week to save 
(1) energy and (2) money. 
Question: how much energy 
is really sav6d when the 
faculty has to work just as 
long and department heads 
often have to put in more 
hours to catch up with the 
work left over by the^taff 
cutback? - 

Often students take strange 
jobs in order to keep in 
school. One male, for ex- 
ample, gift wraps, bows and 
all, along with the gals*

It is possible that Mans- 
field State Gollege may 
change its gidneral education 
program in an attempt to in- 
crease &ture enrollment. 
Under the present program, 
called Model V, students 
are required to take 12 
credits in three areas of 
study and six in a fourth. A 
student may eliminate only 
one of the five areas. 

But according to a report 
issued by the Task Force pn 
Enrollment last month, 'the 
general education prbgram 
should be different f^-om our 
competitors (Model V is con- 
sidfffed to have a neutral or 
negative influence in compe- 
tition wiffi^ ether state 
colleges^* 

President Lawrence Park 
last week agreed with the 
report. 'We're not going to 
be successful only with re-, 
cruitinjg,' he said, *I don't 
reajly think that's going to 
be the answer.' Park, in- 
stead, advocated designing 
a curriculum that would 
emphasize 'vocational im- 
mediacy' to make the college 
more attractive. 

In Park's opinion, the 
college should adjust its 
curriculum to provide areas 
othcir than teaching. He also 
proposed two-year associate 
programs. However, Park 
said that the two-year {wo- 
grams would not be expen- 
sive, but would only be in 
relation to the present 
curriculum. i- 

The (Committee on (jeneral 
Education, headed by Dean 
Michael Pincus, is currently 
studying the proUm. Ac- 



cording to Pincus, the pur^ 
pose of the committee is . to 
develop a philosophy for 
general education and to de- 
termine whether or not the 
current Model Y pcof m fits 
their rationale. -a 

pean Pincus made a com- 
mitment to propose a new 
genera] education program by 
the end of February. 'The 
committee is working stead- 
ily, slowly and painfully,' he 
said last week. According 
to Pincus, there may only be 
some minor changes included 
in the proposal, and that it 
was as yet 'unclear* on hew 
\t will effect enrollment. 
' Dean Pincus does not be-_ 
lieye in eliminating all gen- 
eral requirements. *A B.A. 
graduate should know certain 
basic ^ings, types 
of concepts, and have a 
broad background. A lot de- 
pends on students putting 
things toi^ther himself/ he 
said. ' 

Dean Pincus advocated 
a structured curriculum, 
thou^ not a restrictive one. 
He j T Is see king ^ -^avoid 
over-specialization* of the 
Liberal Arts program.

The enrollment decrease has become a major problem 
for colleges across the nation and Mansfield is no ex- 
oeptioiu Enrollment projeictlons for next year at MSG 
are now estimated around 2600, a substantial decrease 
from the enrollment as recently as two years^ago. Over 
semester break, a Task For/ce on Enrolment was 
created and for the first time a mueh needed reorui^g 
p^ram was instigated. 

ISeve^ changes were Initiated on the campus itself 
to aid enrollment. New courses that have **the potential 
for attracting students** have been proposed, changes 
in withdrawal procedures have been examined and new 
programs are being considered. But, the biggest aid to 
enrollment is bringing prospective students to the cam- 
pus. That should be the strongest selling point of all. 

Several campus organizations should be commended 
for planning some recruiting programs. For several 
years, the band has brought area high schools to campus 
for H6meooming> Weekend, ttie ^>epartment of Speech 
Communication and Theatre is planning a. workshop in 
April, the Physics Department has recently sponsored 
workshops in area schools, the planetarium is available 
to area schools, and the Athletic Department has main* 
tained a strong recruiting program. 

There is much more to be done to increase enrollment, 
especisJly througli student organizations. A step in 
this direction was taken by Ms. Amy Jarmon, assistant 
dean in residence at Pine Crest, w ho is in the p rocess 
of organizing a student tour group, students wilTSso 
participate in programs at various area schools to 
promote Mansficdd* Considerable work has yet to be 
doae - and the students fithotdd begin to organize to 
play a major role in Maasfield's recruiting program.

Ok, so I admit I enjoyed 
the Kreskin Show last Mon- 
day^ Fefartiaiy It* As skep- 
tical as I was, I was im- 
pressed* May all the Boubt- 
in* ThoiDas' condemn me

He is -tr^db^ 
amazing* 

. Fof those two and a half 
hours, Kreskin rarely stopped 
talking, except to concen- 
tiato on 8omeone*6 mind or 

lau^ hysterically at his 

own mischievousness or 
prance up and down the 
aisles of Straug^ Auditorium 
throwing paper scraps and 
asking the audience to write 
down names, and dates and 
then collecting the fplded 
papers frt)ni one section and 
randomly distributing them 
to peojge ^n -the opposite 
aide* 



He couldn't even stay 
still on stage— moving from 
one side to &e other, as the 
audience's eyes followed 
each move. He shared the 
stage with one prop^ three- 
sided ^hite-curtained parti- 
tion, like somethi^ig found 
in a doctor's office. It sur- 
rounded a chair and micro- 
phone which &ced the audi- 
ence.

In my pre-concert inter- 
view and during the show, 
he came across as a highly 
Ij^sitive invigorating bach- 
elor who responded to people 
like a nail is attracted to a 
magnet. He needed to touch 
people as if the sense of 
; touch would enable him to 
read minds^ The mentalist, 
as he labels himself, gripped 
and shocik people's hands 
until arms separated them- 
selves fifom tl^e sboulde^ 
socket or he slapped backs 
until people were moved off 
their feet. (Well, I was 
moved, anyway). 



Kreskin's voice also had 
a powerful subconcsious af- 
fect on the audience. It's 
not the voice of the hypno- 
tist .i.e« "You are getting 
vCTy sleepy!" But rather a 
consistently smooth tone 
that gui ded the crowd. 



And his humor was as 
much a part of the show as 
his mind-feading. He did 
tius tremendous Johnny Car- 
son-type monologue which 
carried him through the show 
like,*'Most of ray flying is 
Tiy . plane,..except today.Mll. 



He especially had a good 
time on stege mocking his 
<mtii9i for accusing him of 
using gimmicks like hidden 
microphones, TV sete on 
midgets-and 'then he umld 
still joke around with a vol- 
unteer while performing a 
card trick and asli, '^Could 
you please move Uie cards 
up i30 my hidden mirfor can 
reflecf-them?" ^ - 

In ten mmutes, he had 
completely captivated the 
audience. He used about 80 
peopliB in his various acts- 
but actually the whole audi- 
ence participated. They be- 
came veiy receiptive as if 
they invited him into the^ 
minds. ' ' ■ ' 

At first it was easy for the 
skeptics to criticize his act- 
he started off with some 
magic Izicks- a ring-linking 
trick and a card trick.^ 

Then, the mentelist started 
lecturing to the audience 
about mentel phenohema. In 
the interview he said he "per- 
c6i^Bid thoughte" and it re- 
quired the full cooperation 
of the person involved "to 
narrow down his attention to 
a spec^cti "^sifigitlar idea.?' 
He admitted he couldn't ' 
fi^t blank minds, ^th he 
and the subleet mi^^ 
centrate. 

He talked about the phe- 
nomena of suggestability 
and how it may affect labor- 
atory te8te,"For the psychol- 
ogist to make his testingto^ 
tally objective..,the stu- 
dents should not know what 
the psychologist believes...

In the interviiew, he said, 
referring to that night's per- 
formance there is "a fpndual 
arresting of the tension of 
people who are getting to 
respond to me. People in the 
second half of the show walk- 
ing up on stage are so en- 
grossed in what I'm doing 
that they don't seem to no- 
tice things around th^nd- or 
don't seem to react." 



Now with 56 volunteers 
on stage , h6 asked them to 
clasp their hands together

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Ten seconds later, the 
guys jumped up and yelled, 
"The Devil made me do it!" 
Seconds after that everyone 
jumped off their seate ac- 
cusing the guy or girl next 
to them that they wM beiuig 
pinched. . . 

And to climax it all, when 
Kreskin asked what day it 

is i- they all sang Happy 
Birthday to him - - out of 
key.

"Do we really have an 
energy crisis?" 

It certiiinly appears as 
though some kind of an 
energy crisis actually does 
exist. After-alif in Wilkes- 
Barre, last weekend, even my 
roommate had to wait in line 
fourty-fiye minutes to buy' 
gas. When I hear a story 
like theCi from my own room- 
mate instead " of ^"Walter 
Cronkite, I sort of tend to 
believe that it cannot all be 
a figment of my imagination. 

What type of crisis is it... 
ecological, political, ec- 
onomic, or a combination? 

This is where everybody's 
confiision lies. 

At first, it looks like we 
have a genuine fuel shortage, 
especially to people like 
roommate. But^ theq, ^f we 
examine our fiiel production, 
things look a little di^erent. 
We import only a very small 
percentege of our fuel from 
the Middle East. (Various 
sources give different 
figures, however, they all are 
below 10%.) In fact, we 
import very little of our oil 
from anywhere, America is 
one of the few nations in the 
worM with sollictent^ re^ 
sources to supply all of her 
own fuel needs. Thus, we 
cannot blame our entire 
energy crisis on the Middle- 
East, because, if such were 
the case, it seems.as thou^ 
voluntary measures would be 
sufficient for combatting it. 

Then, why is the crisis 
so severe as to necessitete 

fuel rationing? Several 

possible reasons cxh&e to 
mind immediately: 

1) America has stockpiled 
,S0me of her ftiel reserves for 
use in National Defense and 
the government does not 
want to stert tapping these 
reserves for fear tbat we 
might need them for some 
future war. (It is a fact that 
these reserves do exist for 
this purpose, the question is 
how much this really con* 
tributes to «the crisis.) 

2) The energy crisis has 



been created by major oil 
companies, in cwder to raise 
prices, thereby increasing 
their profits. After^all, 

everyone knows that prices 
seldom drop in our economic 
system. Once ^the price of 
gasoline goes up to one- 
dollar a gallon, it will 
NEVER come hack'ilown, not 
•even after the so-called 
crisis is over. (Whether or 
not this crisis is actually 
being fabricated for this 
purpose, its ultimate effect 
will be an increase in prdfits 
for oil companies.) 

3) The energy crisis has 
been created by the Nixon 
Administration inorder to get 
the people's mino^ff Water-, 
gate. (Again, we cannot be 
svm if the crisis was act- 
ually fabricated for this 

, purpose; however fewer 
people are thinking about 
Watergate. 

4) It's all a Communist 
plot. ~tl think we can dismiss— 
this possibility.) 

My theory of the energy 
crisis is something like 
this I The war in the Mideast 
did , create a minor fuel 
shortege, which in tern put 
a strain on the oil com- 
panies, who then could not 
easily meet the demand for 
petroleum products becuase 
they could not utilize all of 
our petroleum resources. At 
this point a V.I.P. in one of 
the companies got a brain- 
storm — by making the 
crisis appear more serious 
then it actually was, the oil 

companies could increase 
prices, thereby considerably 

increasing their profit- 
margins. At, this point, the 
government began to smell a 
conspiracy, and tried to stop 
it. then some V.I.P. in the 
government got a bninstoim— 
this energy crisis would be 
the perfect way to get the .

North Hall will not be 
demolished in im- 
mediate future. After 
talking with two campus 
administrators. Dr. Hulbert, 
Assistant to the President, 
and Mr. John Good, Dir- 

-ector of^^^dministiaUve — 

B^tf i feiig&S i it > ^Wwm leanied 
that North Hall will de- 
finitely be with us until 
the summer of 1976. That 
is the projected completion 
date of the new 600 bed 
residence hall to replace it. 

To dispel past reports and 
riimors that North Hall would 
come crumbling down soon, 
a letter t0 President Park 
from Secretary of Education 
John C. Pittenger stated, 
•It is General State Auth- 
ority' policy to bid the dem- 
olition work on proposed pro- 
jects at the same time as 
the construction contract in 
order to obtain.^ the best 
possible bidding price." 
The letter further states, 
"The hid s^cifications 
will state that North Hall 
csui not be d^oli^ied "tintil 



the new facility is com* 
pleted.»> 
If, during the interim perr 

iod when the new con- 
struction is being built, a 
decision is reached to ke^ 
North Hall for purposes 
-other than -a donoitoiy. the 



is the possibiiitj that if 
the accepted bid will not 
meet the costs to complete 
the planned structure. North 
Hall will have to suffice 
until a compromise can be 
reached. 



Dr. Richard Condon- last 
"week announced his resig- 
nation from the chairmm^ip 
of the histwy department 
effective this fall. Dr. Con- 
don assumed the chairman- 
ship four years ago after 
teaching at the. Univ^sity 
of Maryland. ' 

Although Dr. Condon de- 
clined to answer any ques- 
tions on the reasons for his 
resignation he did oflFer 
certain opinions about the 
department's direction and 
his^ role in^ shaping that 
direction. 

When asked what changes 
he tHoun^ woiiid come 
about Condon felt that for 
the* moment no major changes 

in the style or direction 
eoidd be forseen mM) the 
general education program 
question is settled. He did 
say that the 'gene^ trend 
toward a broader based pro- 
gram that would appeal not 
just to ' history ^majors Ijiit to 
non-majors as well would 
continue. The three new 
courses offered this spring

attracting students.

were accompl ished. He felt 
that the department was 
thoroughly comitted to tiie 
students and their interests 
and this would help in mov- 
ing ftcua the traditional 
approach to a more iiinova* 
tive view. 

When the subject of rer 
trenchment was brought up 
Dr. Condon could forsee no 
action for at least a year. 
He alio said that with con- 
tinued hitler enrollment in 
history classes, and with 
some staff members teaching 
part time in other depart- 
ments, and if the college 
could stabilize the student 
population around 3200-3300 
retrenchment could likely 
^be avoided. 

Dr. Ckndon is presenftly 
editing and translating a two 
volume work -by J.K. Paasik- 
vi, the late president of Fin* 
land. He is also busy with 
an article on the Jewish 
quesfiOT nr Fitilluid dttttog 
World War H. He also plans 
an article on the attempted 
Conmiunrst coup of Finland

Dr. Condon stated he 
would continue to do what- 
ever was asked of him by 
the college or the department 
to . develop the institution.

MSC computer complex 
undergoes m^jor changes 



Since \972, MSG's com- 
puter complex has undergone 
major changes in an effort 
to teorganize the center tf^ 
that it may better serve the 
needs of the campus and 
surrounding community. 
This gtemk process has 
been primarily under the 
direction of Dr. Jack A. 
Chambers, 

Prior to 1972, the school 
possessed only a small 
tittivae 70/M model com- 
puter. This computer was 
not capable of supporting 
t^inais and was large 
ehough to handle only ad- 
ministrative needs and to 
serve only about 300 
students. 

Studies made by the school 
found that to sufficiently 
serve the school and com- 
jiunity, a larger model com- 



The installation of this 
new computer has made the 
facilities av£uilable to an 

- increased number of U8er8« 
The center now serves 
1200 students and seven 
school districts, included 
in liiis toe r^Or data pre^ 
cessing programs in ex- 
istence at the Tioga County 
Vocational Sqhool and in tte 

^Sayre Hi|Ji School. Math, 
physics* and computer 
science classes oh campus 
are presently^^_ using the' 
facilities and otKer faculty 
are invited to reserve the 
center for practical class 
experience. 

Although the facilities 
are prijnarily intended for 
insiraettixial pi»ipo8es, the 
administration's needs are 
also handled. The center 



CAS, Commonwealth As- 
sociation of Students for 
Pennsylvania's 14 state 
colleges, met at Millers- 
ville^ebruary 15 and 16 
in what was described by 
representatives as a "pro- 
ductive meeting." 

Discussing student PHEA 
loans, House Bill 1751 was 
unanimously endorsed - by 
CAS, This bill allows for 
students to receive state 
loans whose parents' in- 
comes reach $20,000 per 
year. CAS also felt that 
more than the $2,000,000 
now provided by House 
Bill 1751 should be al- 
lotted in order to allow for 
the increased number of 
students eligible for PHEA 
loans. 



CAS also discussed the 
* * Pennsyl vania Common- 
weal th University Act of 
1974,'* which would organ- 
ize the 14 state colleges 
into a university system. 

The CAS Interim Operat- 
ing Budget and memben^p 

drive plans were presented 
by the new Executive Sec- 
retary of CAS, Doug Dows, 
The Interim Budget, cov- 
ering a five month period 
from February 15, 1974 to 
July 24, 1974 is based on a 
flexible $10,000.

-VTHE INADEQUACY AND CORRUPTION 
OFIMPEACHMENT 



Richard Nixon has once again turned a new page in 
his book of clever political tricks. In his effQrts to 
defend himself Bkgaiast a vari^ of charges, he has 
broadened the target to encompass the entire political 
systdm. Thus, we are told that, despite the continuing 
volley of charges, the American system of government 
will Survive, The survival of Richard Nixon -and the 
survival of American democracy are one. It must be 
eoilcedbd thay ^^jfliis sleight of hand is indeed clever' and 



ironic, because the logic and rationale have been intro- 
duced by those who are most vocal about the problem 
of corruption in Washington. 

— As in the case of their **New Left" predecessors,'^ 
?^eBe critics are a bit too hasty in associating the 
Qorruption and incompetence of individuals with the 
disease of an entire "system.*/ Among the problems 
that, are oreated by this Careless explanation is the 
broad opening which it provides for the evasion of 
individual responsibility. The argument cuts both ways. 
Spiro Agnew was able to tell the American people, with 
a straight face, that the acceptance of "gifts" was 
forced upon him by the imperfections and inequities in 
the political process. Thanks to the systemic outlook 
laid down by his critics, he did not have to say "the 
Devil made me do it," although he might as well have 
doiie so. _ • 

Bearing in mind this important distinction between 
deficiencies in individuals and deficiencies in a "sys- 
tem^*' we can still identify ait least one major feature of 

(^ political process that needs radical revision iC we 
are to avoid in the future the kind of tragic farce that is 
presently un^^olding in Washington. There is an urgent 
need for a variety of devices through which the citzra- 
ry can hold a sitting president to a^ccount between 
scheduled elections* We should be able to "kick the 
WmiA but** if our patience canaol o^xtend te^^^^iai^ 
election, and we should be able to do so, for reaspjprs 
other than the comrois;|ic» of criminal acts. ; 

At the moment, we can relieve ourselves in thr^. 
ways: "voluntary" resignation, assassination an^^: 
impeachment. The first is rather unreliable, since its 
success depends upon the personality traits of the 
president; the seccxid is morally ihdef^si^e jyid 
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politically, myopic; the third is wQefUlly inadequate and 
■-cdrruptive in ltd ovm right« 

In essense, there are two polar interpretations re- 
garding then ature of impeachment. The first, which 
was expfossed most ciiearly by Gksrald Ford in t970» 
holds that an im^f^aliie offense ^'is whatever a 
roajoriiaCQLthe Jftomejaf. JLepi^eatati ves considers 4t - 
to be at a given moment in history." In othe^ w0rds, 
impeachment is a purely political devioe used for 
pcditicai puiposes* The second interpretation insists 
that impeachment must be based on evidence of "trea' 
son, bribery or other high crimes and misdemeanors." „ 
Whatever the difficulty of defining these constitutional 
terms, impeachment is viewed as a legal: mechanism 
deslgped to deal with legal problems* (It should not 
come as a surprise that the 1973 Ford adheres to the 
latter view, thus demonstrating that even interpretations 
of impea<toent| vary with given iDoments in Ustory.) 

The present chaos in Washington, with its highly 
partisan overtones, should convince us that these inter- 
pretations both miss the mark. A more accurate diarac- 
terization of impeachment would incorporate both views: 
impeachment is a political device that requires legal 
justificatldh* As such, it is as corrupt and hypocritical, 
as any of the Watergate-related activities ^th at have been- 
uncovered* What is more corrupt, and morally bankrupt 
than an effort to justify, rationalize and obscure a 
stmg^e for politieal i^^n^liF^ttiMc. oons^tutaial 
argumentation? So long as impeachment remains the 
only constitutional mechanism for removing a president 
from office, this corniption will survive and deepen* 

The impeachment clause formalizes and accentuates 
the inherently incestuous relationship between the law 
^d the struggle for power, not because of its intrinsic 
meaning, but because it is asked to serve a function 
that can only be served by a new clause in the Consti- 
tution* It is increasingly apparent ^at a ^namic 
political system which claims to be "democratic" must 
provide for close scrutiny of the presidency and strict 
accountability to the people* In these times, politicians 
and ' Citizens a r e eve r mo re cogni 
there are, or may be, occasions when the best interests 
of our society are served by turning/ a president out of 
office before the end of his term. 

It is unfortunate, but probably true, that a majority 
of the American people wpuld forgive and forget 
"Waterjgate" transgressions if ttieir wallets were bulg- 
ing, prices were right and gasoline were flowing freely. 
At the same time, it is quite possible that the present 
"state of the union" would result a sub-30% confi- 
dence rating even without "Watergate*" ./T strong and 
widespread desire for removal would ultimately be 
channelled toward impeachment, assuming that the 
sitting president were committed to the Vince Lombardi 
ethic of personal vindication and that assassination ^. ^ 
were still rejected out of hand* And, if necessary, the ' , 

impeadunent foute would require the construction of 
bogus charges based on "impeachable offenses." If - u 
this turn of events seems a bit far-fetched, one need 
only think back to Gerald Ford's farcical attempt in 
1970 to find legal justificatio n for the political im- 
peachment of Justice Douglas*

^olitical aspects of presidential responsibility and 
accountability* This is underscored by the current 
situation in Washington, where- criminal charges have 

happened to contribute to an apparent lack of populcr ~ 

confidence* Whether or not Richard Nixon is a crook i „ 
can and, hopefully, will be settled in due time* Mean- v ? 
while, however, the nation needs to rid itself of a 
"leader" who may be using his office to stay out of 
jail, but who, in any casei does not- inspire the confi-

' process, with its inevitable reliance upon legalistic 
research, analysis and horseplay,, does not lisnd its^f 
to the quick efficient solution of a problem that is 
essentially political. 

In the long run, we must amend the constitution to 
provide political mechanisms for the "unmaking of a 
president," This, will not be easy, but something must 
be done to enhance accountability without over-burden- 
ing a vague, awkward, manipulatable and embarrassing 
impeachment clause," 

. In the short run, the absence of constitutional alter- 
natives to impeachment Reaves ui vnth a nonoonstitu- 
tional choice. We must borrow from the Europeans and 
turn our efforts to a "General Strike." While the Hugh 
Scotts of Capitol Hill are awkwardly tip-toeing between 
constituency sentiment and that cherished ambassador- 
. ship in Peking, they must be reminded of theic ultimate 
irrelevance. While Congress investigates and debates 
the grounds for impeachment, a "(jeneral Strike*,*, will, 
hopefully, solve the immediate problem of removing 
Richard Nixon from the White House. At the same time.v 
It ^oiild convinoe Congiess that the impeachment pio* 
cess is coii^^ered to be Inadequate and corrupt.

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According to a survey con- 
ducted by the Penhsyl vania 
Collegiate Press Association 
of Pennsylvania's collegiate 
editors between November 3 
and January 7. 88% of the 
editors ' surveyed indicated 
that the job President Nixon 
was doing was either fiiir 
(24%) or poor (64^ 

In addition when asked to 
rate tiie job Congress has 
. done in the last year 79% of 
the editors responded Con- 
gress "was doing either a fair 
(57%) or. poor. (19%). 

Regarding Nixon's perfor- 

muiee the editors' response 

to six more specific pft>Medi 
areas provided further evi- 
dence of an overall negative 
evaluation the administra- 
tion. Nixon's handling of the 
problem of poverty (voduced 
tiie poorest response from 1^ 
college editors with 66% of 
the students giving the presi- 
dent a poor and 34% a . foir 
rating. Ninety-three percent 
of the editors disapproved of 
mxon^s dTeal ings with the pro- 
blem of race relations and 95% 
with his performance in, the 
area of pollution and environ- 
mental health. Regarding the 
war in Indochina 62% of the 
editors surveyed responded 



With either a fair or poor neg- 
ative evaluation, with 6% rat- 
ing Nixon's job as good, 38% 
as fair and 49% as poor. The 
editors also disapproved of 
Nixnii^s handling of Congress- 
ional Reform and the war 
threat in the Near East, though 
wflh regard to the situation in 
the Near East 42% of the edi- 
tors responded positively and 
expressed their highest ap- 
proval of Nixon's efforts in 
this area. 



Likewisor as in^^Piifsr 
case, when Congress was 
evaluated in terms of the same 
six inroblems, Pmmsyl vania' s 
editors by and large, again 
rated the job (^ongress has 
been doing ailong - n e glitiv e 
lines. Seventy-six oercent of 
the editors respondants indica- 
ted that they thon^ the job 
Congress was doing with re- 
spect to Congressional reform 
was either poor or fair, and 
concerning the other areas 
between 51% and 84% of these 
students rated what Congress 
did last year in negative 
(fair or poor) categories. 

In response to the question, 

*How do you think change in 
Ammca is likely to occur in 
the next twenty-^five yeare- 
through relatively peaceftil 
means or through a revolu- 



tion?" 17% of the editors as 
opposed to 42% of the;trati6nal 
student average in December 
(Gallup poll December 1973) 
responded through a revolu- 
tion, while 40% of the editors 
as opposed^ to 48% indicated 
that they felt violi^ce was 
jusUfied. ^ 

Beyond this, 67% of the 

surveyed editors agreed with 
the statement that the Ameri- 
can political system does not 
respond quickly enough and 
74% indicated that they still 
take pride in being American. 

The sample of students as 
classified iDy their responses 
indicated that 39% among them 
were Democrats, 18% Republi- 
cans, and 29% Independent 
and 14% indicated no party as 
opposed to the national stu- 
dent most recent Gallup aver- 
ages finding 30% Democrats^i 
18% Republicans, and 52% 
Independents. Forty-'two per- 
cent of the editors in the 
PCPA poll considered them- 
selves politically left of eenr 
ter, 39% as middle of the road, 
and 9% as right of center com- 
pared to 30% left, 41% middle 
of the road, 15% right, and 2% 
far right in Gallup's most re- 
cent national student survey 
resists, . , '

RiMlmy Kelchner, Dean of Studeirts 

Kelchner responds 
to drug problem 



There is a drug problem 
at MSG. That's what Mr. 
Rodney Kelchner, Dean 
Students, declared in re- 
sponse to a recent drug 
west involving two stiideiits* 

"If one student is a- 
businp drugs," Kelchner 
explained, '*we have a pro 
blen. Obviously, there is 
mope than one. But society 
also has a drug problem, 
and we're part of society." 

When asked whether the 
administration could inter- 
vene in a civil arrest which 
involved a student on the 
campus, I^elchri^r replied, 
J^o, thft administration has 
no say. The state police 
may come up to the campus 
whenever they wish, without 
notifying us, but they have 
to follow the same legal 
procedure as, they would for 



someone's residence." 
State police must have a 
semch .warrant before they 
can enter a student's room. 

Dean Kelchner said that 
the admioiistration has never 
called^e police in because 
of students suspected of 
using drugs. We have our 
own procedure in dealing 
with any drug problems, he 
said. "When an R.A. sus- 
pects an illegal act, the, 
R*A. either stops it or re-* 
ports it," Dean Kelchner 
calls^-the involved' students, 
into his office and warns 
them. He feels that most 
students are then co-„ 
operative. "We try to get 
students to supervise each 
other, he said, "but, if they 
prove unwilling , to co- 
operate, we can't protect 
them anymore."*" *

made a period of adjustment 
necessary. The more th an 
300 programs which existed 
unjder the old system had to 
be modified, tested oh a 
similar computer located at 
Bloomsburg State College 
and then retested in the new 
system. Since it is im- 
possible to test every aspect 
of the programs it is to be 
ejqiected that problems will 
arise when the new programs 
are used for the first time. 
The reruns necessary jto 
make the required ad- 
justments often are very 
time consuming. Break- 
down time on the system 
was heavy in September due 
to tiie shipping and heavy 
handling of Uie delicate, 
equipment, but has been 
greatly reduced to the point 
of bein^j almost eliminated. 



Because the instructional 
program is the main pirpoift 
^ for the existence of the com- 
puter^ the terminals used by 
students receive piority 
during the day, in the 
evenings, and on weekends, 
while "administrative work 
is done primarily during the 
off hours. About 60% of the 
computer's time is reserved 
for student use and the re- 
remaining 40% for ad- 
ministrative use. This 
system is providing a 
fairly good turn around tijnae . 
fpt student programs. 

The bulk of the problems 
are due to the conversion 
process, and are being slowly 
eliiinatecC " 1fh& en^ 
system is expected to be 
ftilly operational by the be- 
ginning of the fall semester.

Finding myself lacking 
any credible rock material, 
I have been listening to two 
very fine albums that 
very different in style.

The real knockout on this 
album is a fantastic version 
of an old classic, "Water- 
nfelon Man." Bennie Maupin's 
sax controls this song and 
develops the theme so per- 
fectly he makes tills well 
known song comsdetely his* 
Throughout the album, Maupm, 
formerly with Miles ^avis, 
shines as his flowing melo- 
dic lines contrast with Han- 
cock's choppy, funky chords.

The Statement of **Phil-^ 
osophy*' in the current is- 
^ue of the Jyiansfield State 
College Catalogue remains 
unchanged, and is, in my 
opinion, unclear, iiian>ir(^ 
priate, and rather corny. 

The last paragraph is not 
a statement of aim or pur- 
pose, but of some mystically 
privileged condition: 

"It is the belief of the 
trusteesr administrators, and 
faculty of l^sfield State 
College its ^aJlty of 
vision shall ^ ooft^iidly. 
enhanced.'* 

This strange sentence is 
actually an altered version 
of a longer and more mean- 
ingful one (see the 1969-71 
Catalogue). 

The author of the second 
sentence of paragraph three 
has constructed a chal longing 
miracle of grammatical com- 
plexity. Most baffling is the 
syntactical function of the 
term "necessary back- 
ground.*' If it is the object 
of the verb **provkle,i' even 
the needed comma after 
"areas** will not make the 
meaiiing clear. Oil the otiier 
hand, if it is the object of 
the preposition "of," the 
sentence is incomplete* 
(The word "and" is needed 
after "enrichment.") 

In paragraph two, the func- 
tion of "not on]y...but also" 
is hard to understand, since 
the first concCTu is not sub- 
ordinate to the second, nor 
is the .latt^ added to the for- 

I do not understand the 
meaning of the objective to 
amble the student to lead a 
moipe "effective** life. 

It is my opinion that this 
statement is greatly in need 
of revision. 



Dear Editor, - ^ 

It has been my privilege, 
if I may take liberties with 
the de^nition of that word, 
to be a working member of 
the Mansfield State College 
community for the past six 
years, much, I suspicion, to 



the dismay of the campus 
Security Office and its Di- 
rector. During that time, on 
numereus occasions, I have 
expressed my opinion jooa^^ 
ceming the parking aitda- 
ton on campus (preferred 
parking for -'preferred'* em- 
ployees and their relatives) 
to fellow clerks, to faculty, 
and to administrators, ^ot 
surprisingly, I learned that 
there is a great <U^raijty* of . 
opinion conoetnu^He sub- 
ject. 

I have al^^ays held the 
view, as have many odiers, 

that there is an equality 
among all people. Admit- 
tedly, this equality is "not 
reflected in a population 
that is characterized by a 
great degree of homogeneity. 
No two people are the same. 
The disparities are endless 
and very evident when com- 
paring people of varying in- 
Ntellectual abilities, educa- 
tional backgrounds, and/or 
career achievements. De- 
spite this dissimilitude 
what intelligent person can 
say and believe tlwt he is 
better than any other? I 
once heard an old farmer, 
with not a great deal of - ed- 
ucation but with much com- 
mon sense, state, "What a 
hell of a mess this country 
would be iii if wefMttdn't 
have garbage collectors.*' 
True, the apex of the pyra- 
midal structure of any or- 
ganization is essential if 
tiiat organization is to func- 
j^on, but did any organiza^ 
tion ever function wim <mly 
an apex and no base? 

i be^vi^ have heard 
most of the arguments! con- 
ceming the issue of park- 
ing on campus. The central 
theme of all these argu- 
ments seems to be that 
since the function of some 
eiiH;>l<^yees m eampus 
more vital to its cqieration 
than others, it must be rec- 
ognized that they should be 
allowed choice parking 
areas, not-^o-choice park- 
ing areas, and indeed, al- 
most any parking area on 
campus. Employees in- 



volved in maintenance, c\&» 
leal and housekeeping 
tasks, " less vital to the 
school's operation, only re- 
quire nQtrifio-choice parking 
areas* 'Can ive really be 
tain that these empli^eea 
are less vital? flow long 
would the school ' operate 
efficiently, or at all, if all 
these "less vital" people 
resi^d tomorrow? If we 
admit that we are an inter- 
dependent group witR^a more 
less corresponding need 
for ev^one involved 11} op- 
erating the school, then we' 
must assume that there is 
another reason for the in- 
equitable assignment of 
parking areas. Perhaps more 
highly educated people melt 
in the rain, or perhaps they 
get cold quicker on cold 
winter days, or maybe they 
slip easier on icy surfaces. 

It has been^ plained to 
me that as we climb the 
ladder of success, we are 
extended certain privileges 
that are not extended to 
people below us on the lad- 
ii^^tiat is fiite, if those 
privileges are not at the 
expense of others. I fully 
appreciate the great amount 
of time, mon0y, and energy, 
that those people higher up 
on the ladder expended to 
reach ^t point. I asauoie 
that they are receiving fi- 
nancial reimbursement, as 
well as respect and recog- 
nition for their investment. 
Achievement must have its 
rewards or there would be 
no incentive to achieve. 
Unfortunately, there are 
many who lack either or 
both the W^|e»E$e^^ 
opportunily to become real 
achievers.. For these people 
no amount or ambiticm or 
hard work will bring great 
achievements or recogni- 
ti(xi. These are the people 
who must park in the world's 
not-so-choice parking lots, 
who must get wetter when 
it rains, colder when it ' 
snows, and never forget that 
they are on the bottom rung 

of the ladder, t^.

Dows feels that the mera- 
b^ship drive and the in- 
vestigation on the leg- 
alities of corporating the CAS 
will be the main priority.

The Committee of Fi- 
nances of the Student Gov- 
ernment Association has 
recently decided to freeze 
all funds for campus ~ or- 
ganizaticms. This "emer- 
gency fund*' is being frozen 
because the budget com- 
mittee is being over- 
wholmed by new or|^iza- 
lioois* bu^lffetjrequests. ! ^ 

This emergency fund is 
used to repair machines 
operated by campus organ- 
isations as well as tp meet 
emergency sitautions as they 
come up* It ivas decided by 
the committee members that 
the emergency fund shouhi 



not be used to fund new 
campus oiganizations. 

Any campus cvganization 
recognized by SGA is eli- 
gible for funding. However, 
Too 'Laverty, the committee 
chairman, said that the bud- 
get will probably stay frozen 
until allocatioiis are made 



Concerning next years' 
budget allocations Laverty 
. said, "Some organizations 
can expect severe budget 
cuts." The reason for this 
Is that (in^ the past the budget 
was made on the anticipa- 
tion of 3,000 students at- 
teodins MSC. This gives 



SGA approximately $195,000 
to work with. Next year be- 
cause of' wollment i»e- 
dictions, the budget com- 
mittee must work with a bud- 
get based on 2500 students, 
about $162,000. This is a 
cut of some $33,000 with at 
least the same nu mber of 
organizations asking for 

Currently the budgetcomi- 
mittee is revising the cri- 
teria for allocation of funds 
to campus organizations. 
This process of making the 
budget allocation criteria 
more explioit involves set- 
ting up new procedures for 
theem^ency fund.

Mansfield area escapes 
severe gas shortages 

set by the company, the 
federal tax, and the margin 

of profit needed by the 
dealer to survive. A dealer 
will receive anywhere from 
3$ a gallon to 10<t a gallon 
depending on competition, 
overhead and volume. 

Most dealers said they 
had not been having a hard_ . 
time getting gas but had €j# 
back hours and raised prices 
and were still selling all 
their gas. Most of the pro- 
fits of a station are made 
on general repairs, accesor- 
ies, and oil. 

Gasoline is graded accord' 
ing to octane levels and not 
on what advertising is as- 
sociated with it. Regular 
is usually around 90 octane 

and premium, around 95. 
Hi^e the gd^^'i^t an inde- 
j^ndent station is basically 
the same as that at a name 
brand dealer. 



Because of the fuel short- 
age, Cole's Pharmacy of 
Mansfield may be forced to 
charge extra for some deliv* 
eries. According to Mr. 
Robert Strong, who spbke on 
behalf of the pharmacy, 
making deliveries to remote 
places is costing more be- 
cause of rising fUel prices. 

Mr. Strong also reported 
that the pharmacy may face a 
shortage of penicillin in the 
future. Since a petroleum 
product is needed to produce 
penicillin, Mr* Strong felt 
that it might be rationed by 
^e Federal Government* He 
aim reported plastic 
vials for mediqiiie vvete in 
short supply. 

Other merchants of Mans- 
field ieu^ reacting to the 
energy crisis by turning 
down heat in their stores and 
limiting the use of advertise- 
ment lightmg. No sevm 



declines in business were 
reported, and supplies were 
teported to be norma). 

The Dutch Pantry reported 
that Sunday business 'had 
dropped off for a couple ctf 
weeks; but once the hours 
were changed from 7 a.m. - 
9 p.m. to 9 a.m. — 7 p.m., 
there^ has been a significant* 
pick up in business. Mrs. 
Marjorie Benedict, manager 
of the restaurant, attributed 
the increase mostly to the 
college* '*It is the local 
residmits and the coUeg^ 
which has made the busi- 
ness," she, said, "not the 
tourists." *^ 

The Mansfield Motel re- 
ported a decline in the 
number of patrons who were 
tourists, but according to 
the manager, Mrs, Bliss, the 
number of salesman has 
remained the same. K^* 
Bliss also said that extia 



effort was being taken to 
make sure lights were turned 
bfrin vacant rooms. 

While the energy crisis 
would appear to create a 
favorabfe ^market fer ^itell 
cars this has not necessarily 
been the case* The Saab, 
dealer in Mansfield has told 
us that the potential sales 
boom has failed ^to material- 
ize. The reason given was 
that people owning larger 
cars who wished to switch 
to smaller model cars w^re* 
being discouraged by the 
deflated resale value on tJie 
large, cars* Dealerships are 
not 98 interested as they 
once weie in baying ibMH^ 
bigger cars. 

The T*W. Judge Company 
reported a large increase in 
ihe €NBde of electric Idaakets* 



Mansfield has been rela- 
tively well off in the fuel 
crisis. Although prices have 
risen they are not as high 

as in major cities; there 
are few *no ga^ signs, no 
long lines and few limits 
to amount purchased. 

The price for regular 
varies from a low of 48.9 
at ' 2 stations to" 56.9. 
Premium ranges from 52.& 
Ajo 59.9 

stations here are 
given their gas on an allot- 
ment program. This means 

that the stations are given 
a certain percentage of the 
amount sold in- the same 
month in 1972. For example, 
if a station sold 50,000 gal- 
lons m March 1972 and 
were ^ven an 80% allotment

opinions of about iifte@n 
Mansfield residents ques- 
tioned last week about the 
fuel shortage. 

Wil. Allinger, of 72 
Sherwood St., said that he 
thinks "the Government in 
general is responsible for 
the sliortage. The oil com- 
panies and the public itself," 
he added,' *have a great deal 
to do with the problem. The 
j)eople of the United States 
Sare energy waeters**' Mr* 
Allinger also said thfi\^|i^no 
one^ is sure what to think 
about the energy crisis in 
this country because of what 
he termed the ^'credibility 
crisis." 

Samuel McDermitt, of 228 
Sullivan St., said he believes 

the entire country to be 
responsible for the current 
energy crisis and that tere 



is no one certain cause for 
it, but is a mixture of things* 
Nearly all who were inter- 
viewed echoed Mr* Allinger 
am) Mr* McDermitt by saying 
that the number and variety 
of reports on the energy 
crisis has made it extremely 
dif ficul t to know ^vhat to 
believe. 

When asked what residents 
were doing to cut down (Mi 
the energy they used most 
people said they were driving 
less. One campus secretary 
suggested conserving energy 
by whatever means possible: 
walking downix)wn, turning 
down the thermostat, and 
tummg electric lights off 
were ever possible. 

Perhaps one MansAeld 
resident summed up the con- 
flision about the origin and 
present status of the crisis 
when he said, 'T don't know 
anytiiing . about the damn 
eiieri^

crisis on the students here

Thirty Mansfield students 

questioned last week about 
the energy crisis generally 
agreed that it was more 
difficult getting home for 
the weekends. However, 
their answ^s concerning 
other aspects of the energy 
crisis were as varied and 
distinct as the different 
students themselves. 

When asked who. was to 
blame energy crisis, 

the students were in general 
agreement that big oil com- 
panies and the government 
were guilty. Oth^ contrib- 
uting factors.' mentioned 
were United States relations 
in the Middle East and the 
* gadget-conscious " American 
people,' as one junior home 

economics major4)hi!a8ed it* 
The students were also 
asked for their opinions on 
where the eneiigy crisis was 
going. Several optimists 
7 voiced their idea that the 
energy crisis is only a tem- 
pmry crisis which will 
taper off shortly. Others 
could imagine such economic 
<^ditibns as severe infla- 
tion and nationwide depres- 
sion. All were in agreement 
that this crisis has made 
everyone more ecology 
minded* "Programs such as 
gas-rationing, use of mass 
transit, and car pools make 
good sense,** said one junior 
Political Science major. 

When asked their views 
about what could be done to 
combat the energy crisis, 
the ' ^dents could see a 
change in American living 
conditions. **We can't go on 
using our finite energy like 
there's no tomoirow,*' said 
a sophomore English major. 
; Other sttggcMdns for ihe 
^ future were the developm^it 
of new sources of energy 
,and government contro>8 of 
our already existhig energy 
sources*/ 



In response to further 
questioning, the students 

felt that the government was 
inadequate in handling the 
crisis. Most felt that strong- 
er regulations should be im- 
posed on prices, rationing, 

and the Sunday sales of gas* 

Many felt that the govern- 
ment was withholding cer- 
tain aspects of the energy 
crisis fiom the public* 

Finally the participants 
wm jRiked how the energy 



crisis affected their lives 
at Mansfield. A few incon- 
veniences were mentioned, 
such as low^ tempe r at M^s 
in bathrooms, classrooms, 
and dormitories. Others 
^noticed t^e fewer numter of 
students who were leaving 
on weekends. Many students 
answered that the energy 
crisis is minimal in Mans- 
field, and that they see more 
of the * crunch' in their 
home towns*

Dr. Richard .Finley of the 
Secondary Education De- ^ 
partment, who is also a com- 
mittee member, did not feel 
the iprofessional major was 
tlffeatened by the proposal. 
"The pro-am would neither 
favor Libera) Atts or Educa^ 
tjon, '* he a serted, "If we 
had a good General Education 
program, it is more likely that 
we would have better teach- 
ers,** 

Dr, Finley felt the present 
Model V program encourages 
departmental separations. **We 
need something to make the 
student see_ijuit certain de- 
partments are related.'* Dr. 
Finley said he was generally 
satisfied with the proposal* 

Professor AH ie Paries of the 
Speech and Theater Depart- 
ment felt that the proposal is 
"too vague and broad on ap- 
nproaching specific skills." 
However, ^ Professor Parks 
said ahe was "more than aa- 



tisifed than dissatisfied. The 

proposal contains new and 
exciting ideas for the student; 
an/d likewise exciting teaching 
possibilities for the instruc- 
tor." ■ ■ ■ • 



Ms. Deaifina Pealer, who 

was the only student on the 
committee, felt the proposal 
would "expose the student to 
all kinds of areas and tie to- 
gether some of the things the 
student has learned.** Ms.

brilliant German playwright 
Bertdlt Brecht will be per- 
ftinisd In the twin tiers. SOt 
if you are shocked by the 
appearance of that weathered 
stage when you enter ihe

nessed. 

Bertolt Brecht was a 
dramatist whose style of 
playwriting known as Epic 
Theater could combine the 
reality and impact of human 
passion with a very theatri- 
cally presented parable.

hard and devastating as it 
often can be, , but to do so

In this particular play,' ' 
set in China, Brecht shows 
how painful it is for one to 
remain human and good. Un- 
fortunately, he tells of the 
necessity tof rutMesiiMMi 
i^ oKler to survive in a 'dog 
eai dog' society. As the 
Good Woman herself says, 
*Wl^ aie bad deeds rewarded 
and good ones punished? It 
was when I was unjust that 
I ate good meat.'

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The Giant Hamburger Stand Sandals 

Once upon a time theie Vas a king who couldn't 
-understand, what everyone was so upset about. **Am I 
not the king?" he asked himself rhetorically, dismissing \ 
the matter and going pleasantly about his aHfoirs of 
state* 

King Richard the Ham-Hearted ruled nonchalantly 
aloog. The United Steaks of Americola was fprtimate, 
he thought, in having his leadership. Abroad, his 
reputation was as spotless as the jsun, but at home he 
was not well liked, for it was said he was too much of a 
loner and a sdeak. His people were in turmoir — there 
was quibbling to the left of him, quibbling to the right 
of him. The king's royal mouthpiece, Sir Roland Ziegle- 
burger, put up a good tfont, for which he was rewarded 
(with autographed portraits and crown-embossed ball 
point pens). Sir Roland was a wortl^ messenger, unlike 
those doom-prophets who uni^aciously gossiped about 
the king in their paranoid paflipli]^ and idiotic eledtio^ ' 
phones. . 

The king's enemies were the self-appointed town 
"Crlers ^th their instant analyses cmd irresponsiliie"^ 
periodic shrieks. The criers, like the king's fool,' 
could say anything they wished.

The town criers, led by humorless radicals with 
preteiitious titles the Rather Brinkley, Chancel idr 
Gfonkite, the Schorr Reascmer - made the people lose 
confidence in their king.

It is the responsiMllty of the phf aloM ednfiation depart- 
ment to take the initiative to intei^t Ike teqnired physical 
ednoation program to ttie faculty, the students and the com- 
munity, hi accordMce with the principles set forUi in a 
report of the President's Commission on Higher Education, it 
it nvidsnt that physical education makes specific oontribu- 
IIms to the general ednoation progrM of higher edneation. 

iThe pvpone of education is to develop the potentialities 
ef the iadlvliMl. A oomples variety of fiotors Md agencies 
are Involved le this development, and ^ sehoots Md 
colleges have the primary responsiblll^ of promoting Intol- 
lectual growth. While carrying out this responsibility, proper 
consideratiw mnst be given to the intordependMt parts which, 
■ taliM tog eHie r In Mm teUl, eonslitate the personaUty. 

Plato's "soul" today might very Will be called ^'HMMA 
personaUty." In this construct, the "secbnd dase^ Ww 
of physical education held by some academicans which has 
OMsed many physicsl educators to frantically search for a 
"body of sdentillc knowledge" seems to be quite unde- 
fMdaUe. Plato saw no problem here. In his plan, both the 
aits of music Md gymnastics has as thdr ultimato aim to 
improvemMt of the soul (personality). His Unking together 
oi phy^oal ednoatlM with general edneition and calling Wh 
arts 6oald today decisively eUminato the need for the search 
for "a new name Md a new mission" for physical education. 

And pwndt mntaal respect and cooperation between these two 
fMses of learning. . 

These parts cannot be separatod, nor do they grow Inde- 
pMdently of eacdi other; The intellect develops within the 
straolnre of the hemM boii^, Md it depmds wf^tk a prcqper 
dtanle^ In n Urge meaMse. that (sUmate Is good health. The 
Mlent to which the indlvldnal, and -ultlmatoly society, will 
psefit by the dev«lopmmt of potMtlaUties depnds upon the 
ntaess of the individual to meet these objectives. It is 
exceedingly important, therefore, that physici4 education be 
indnded in aiqr piuguun dMIpied to wpwye eir UHhui 
resources. 

Health is more ImpertMt thM Mvlhing rtse. It is not the 
sole or the primary responsibility of the school or coUege, but 
the general welfare of society demands that it be given a 
place which will attract attention, assure interest, snd com- 
mand reraeot. However strooi^y one may feel about the 
responsibility of the home for physical fitness, the ednca- 
tional institatloBS .Miet Mpport Md strengthM whatls dMe 
M the outside. It Is a weU-known footthal If the gi^M 
osilMlnm does not inelude a program of physloal develops 
mml Md the essMtlals of goodliealth, ttoM wiU be ne- 
glected by the stadent Md will not be ade^pnlely sn^^led 
the home or other agencies. 

The physical educator knows that their curriculums have 
been steengthened in recent years, but they have (ailed to 
communicate this change to their colleagues in oth^r ftelds 
Md to the consumers. If communioatton does not repair the 
the damage, there is a real danger that p^sieal educaMM, as 
part of the generd program will suffer 

Were Plato a university president today, it is possible that 
he would be much alarmed (or amused) over the one track 
thinking of nwny of his latter day colleagues relattve to their 
poeltton on the place of physical education in gMerU edncn- 
tlo«. One thing seems certain, he would not become involved 
In the haggling over the ourrMt rage».- "academic" Md "non- 
aondemio.** It eeens fair to siy that he would not deem it 
necessary to tiy to Justify the "art of gymnastic" by m 
academie stMdard, but it does seem equally certain that he 
would defend his "master of gyipnastic" ud would consider 
him essential, yes even equal^ valuable in the Mtorprise pf 
improving the mind, body Md "soul". 

There is a strong case for physical education as m integral 

ftatr of the general program. The case must rest on content of 
anting value to the individual - on content which looks to 
the future as it continues to sorve present needs. If it is to 
oolnpete for the linited time of the stodent, it csMot rely on 
pnet practices or be OMtidered as Just a modest amount of 
eaerdse whioh mm or may net he umIU. . It mnst he Mse- 
oihted vlth wUd InfoinattM and the devetobaieBl of habits 
Md skUls that .vrlU cenfalbnte to health Md happlneM 
thiragho>it Ufe.

The proposal to change the 
^Gf neral Education program 
at MSG has not yet been ap- 
proved by the Faculty Coun- 
cil, After dmoBt-two^^teiffs^ 
of debate last Thursday 
nighU the Council moved to 
discuss otwrbusines Thus 
the future orthe proposal by 
the General Education Com- 
mittee remains uncertain. 

In light of the fact that the 
Faculty Council will only 
^leet deee more befoie tne 
^sepester ends. Vice-presi- 
dent of Academic Affairs 
Donald C* Damton, urged the 
Coisicil to continue its de- 
bate. Dr« Damton warned that 
time was -^^ttremely impor- 
tant and that if the pfoposal 
was allowed to hang over 
the summer, the efforts of the 
Oenerel Education Conau^e 
would be wasted. 

In response to Dr. Dam^ 
tcw^s req^iest, Ifae Facidiy 
Council voted to have each 
departoient submit to the 
Coinmittee a written state- 
ment on what they consider 
to be a rationale for general 
education. 

So far, only the Home Ec- 
onomics Department has sub- 
mitted such a statement. Ac- 
cording to the statement, 
which was read at the meet- 
ing, the department found the 
rationale determined by the 
General Education Commi- 
ttee to be ''unacceptable.**^ 
tfie stataa^ warned 
against "jumping on a band- 
wagon" and piidicted that 
the proposal wbiild create 
* * academic bewil derment' * in 
the next few years if it was 

to 



"The more professionally 
oriented departments appar- 
ently felt threatened by the 
proposal since it would 
jgiarantee every sjtodent at 
least 21 hours of free elec- 
tiyes, thus limiting the jip- 
I^T (^ ^oiMs a d^p^^ 
may require. 

Dr. Damton said it was not 
the conmuttee's intent to de- 
termine the professioiusil ma- 
jor, but rather a '* 'common 
denominator for every stu- 
dent on campus.^' He- assured 
that the proposal was flex- 
ible enough to allow for pro- 
fessional accreditation. 

Scmie members of the Coun- 
cil felt that the statement of 
rationale was^ Joo vague, and 
they did not understand what 
was meant by a "ftee elec- 
tive**i»r an "inter-drscipltn- 
ary course." 

It is now likely that the 
Genera] Education Committee 
will meet again to consider 
objections to their proposal. 
"We had a feeling that we'd 
be meeting again,'* mdd 
Chairman Michael Pincus. 

The Committee on General 
Education has been studyins 

the General Education pro- 
gram since last JrIU Ac- 
cording to Dean Pincus, its 
purpose has been to develop 
a philosophy for general 
education and to determine 
whether or not the current 
Model V propam fits their 
rationale.

Mansfield State College has an enrollment of over 
S200 people and admissions have increased by 86 
students this yeitr as compared to last^ear. At least 
that's what our learned statesmen in Harrisburg believe* 

SGA president Joe Olimpi, travelled to Harrisburgi 
March 14f to testify before ^e Joint Committee to 
investigate raising tuition costs in the state colleges. 
That same day, student government presidents* f^m 
:Lock Haven, University campus Penn State and York 
eaoqNis of Penn State also testified, discussing how 
^tion increases would affect students economically. 

In his 2500 word written testimony, Olimpi approached 
^4hr-8S^emrcBiiBrmly than ttie otb«riii^i^sident8« 
The ladL of communication between the state colleges 
and the legislators who ultimately allocate the money 
^llmpi bdieves^s HicTmajor prciblem* In order to make 
responsible budgetary decisions, the legislators need 
accurate information from the people directly involved 
rather thmi information passed along the bureaucratic 
mazes in Harrisburg. Olimpi also stated that if tuition 
must be increased due to inflation, then college 
services should either be equivalent to the previous, 
year or be increased also. Instead, MSC has experi* 
enced severe cut backs in library books and depart 
mental services and maintenence. After presenting 
his testimony Olimpi was questioned by the committee 
concerning such topics as Activity Fees, Teacher 
Education, Faculty decreases, existence of night aqd 
Qfttufday^oottrsdSv Mid s^idi^ tevoli^ent in admMl* 
trative affairs. 

The Committee's lack of infonn^tipn was apparent 
not only in their enrollment figures for MSC but also 
in feeir impression that the cafeterias in the state 
Oolleges are subsidized by the state. Their lack of 
interest was demonstrated when only 2 members of the 
GonunittecAvere present for the afternoon sessions. 

Afterwards, Olimpi expressed disappointment over 
the day's happenings and wondered .about the validity 
of what tli^vweie tUring because of the questions that 
were asked during the day. However, Olimpi and 
George Penno both believed that the hearings are ex- 
trem^y important. In the past, 1^ shidrat has been 
ignored in Harrisburg. In this landmark action, stu- 
dents are being ^ven a voice for the first time* JPenno 



liiLs that for the first time an attempt to establish a 
direct Ihie of t^ommunication between the state cdkiges 
and the State Legislation is taking place and that in 
the long run the state colleges will benefit from Uiese 
hearings* CAS was instrumental in gaining the 
recognition for the state colleges*, 
— Professor Robert E* Murphy, state vice-president of. 
APSCUF-PAHE, stated that Governor Shapp's recent 
iiadget proposal for the academic year 1975 calls for : 
an allocation of $128 million for the State College-^ 
^tem. While the colleges need $144 milliim. Murphy 
said a bare mihimum of $136 million oould be accepted* 
Although this figure is an increase of $11 million over 
this year's budget, according to Mu^p^vactuaUj 
represents a deficit because of inflsfi^^nd^fiad^ 
contracts. "It's mathematically impossible to survive 
on $128 million without drastic changes and cut backs," 
thmfbre. Murphy concludes that since the money lias 
to come from some^erfif v^e stttMte^ are as^od a 
place as any." 

"Our desire is to make college education available 
and as cheaply as ppssiUe to everyone qualified*" 
That's what Harrisburg said. Whether they mean it 
or not will be apparent in the next few weeks as the^ 
Comminee heaijngs continue and the other states 
colleges are represented. In the end, the responsibility 
once again rests on us* If our voices are heard loud 
^ enough and starong enou^' Harrisburg wiU have to 
listen* GAS has opened the door, how far they get 
inside depends on us* Because of the November 
e^cQohs, a tullioh iniafeaser would be bad politically 
for the present administration* However, a tuition 
hike in January 1975 or September 1975 seems inevi- 
table* Since the State Legislation doeoi't appear to 
be very concerned, they will take ^ 
the most placid group - the s^dents*.

During the years at the De- 
partment of Justice, Mr. Clark 
played an active role in the 
areas c^ciiminAl law enfwceo 
ment,' prison reform, stricter 
gun control, civil rights, civil 
lilierties. and antitiust enforce- 
ment. His accomplishments 
wer^ many including the estab- 
lisfaoieirt of the .Fe£nil Bin^u 
of Narcotics and Dangerous 
Drugs, and the creation of the 
first federal narcotics addict 
treatmont unit. In the field of 



tapping and electronic sur- 
veillance and was the ^irst 
Attcmey 'Geiuiral to propose 
abolition of tne death penalty*. 

Since then, as a^ lawyer. 
Clark has sought to end polit- 
ical repression, violation of 
human rights, torture and vio- 
lence in uie international arena 
by seeking protection of Soviet 
Jewry, abuse of prisoners in 
Biazil, GieecN»i^ .lN»lHid and 
Spain. This, of course, is in 
addition to his endeavors to 
reform the Am^can prison 
system. 

He has travelled extensively, 
inchiding a trip to Soutli' AtHca 
to examine and protest apart- 
heid; his trip to -North Vietnam 
with Jane iFwdaiko exai^ 
American bombing and visii 
U.S. POWs made headlines. 

Among Mr* Clark's writings 
ar^: Crime in America, the Role 
of the Supreme Court with Sam

In it, he characterized 
impeachment as an inadequate, corrupt prc^dure, as 
"a political device that requires legal justificationo** 



jnent has been wielded almost solely f6r]partisan ends, 
as a remedy for vague, ill-defined of feiW against the 
stateo" But in his zeal, to iind new ways '*to kick the 
rascal out/' Dt. Daimolen failed toaddressthe central 
issue: Does the impeachment clause belong in th^b^ 
Constitution in the first plice? 

Impeachment is not only anachronistic; it is also 
antithetical to the spirit and principles of our laws and 
government. All it can do now is exacerbate societal 
tensions and divide the nation. As Alexander Hamilton 
warned in the Federalist Papers, impeachment "will 
seldom fail to agitate the passions of the whole com- 
iimnity, and to divide it into parties, • • In raahy cases 
it will connect itself with pre-existing factions and will 
enlist all their animosities, partiialities, influence and 
interest." Thus, **there will always be the greater 
danger that the decision Will be regulated more by the 
comparative strength of parties than by real demonstra- 

^ons of innocehce or guilt." . ^ " 

Impeachment has nothing whatsoever to do with 
violations of the law, with so-called indictable offenses 
for which an individual may be prosecuted, tried and 
convicted in the courts, England abandoned this 
irregular procedure in 1805. Is it not tinie now that we 
too rid ourselves of this archaic, idea, not because it is 

/•inadequate" or corrupt", but because it does not 
belong in the Constitution? 

Impeachment is inappropriate for three reasons^ The 
definition of an i^eachable dfe as^'hiii fcrimes 
and misdemeanors" is unconscionably vague, a grab^hi^. 
term which can be interpreted to mean anything anyone 
wants it to mean. Two hundred years and thirteen 
impeachments later, the Congress has still to devise a 
clear, ^ precise explanation -Of what constitutes an tai- 
l^achable ofTense. 

But impeachment is an inappfopriate procedure of 
dubious merit for another reason. The subject of an 
impeachment proceeding is, in essence, being tried for 
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"political crimes'* rather than violations of the law. 
John Pickering was impe^iched and convicted (or 
dfunkenness and profane language; Samuel Chase was 
impeached for his Federalist sympathies. How ironic 
tt»t ttie same self-styled libenfls who protesied and 
demonstrated so vigorously against having ^eir 
coinrades-in arms from the 1968 Democratic Convention 
tried for •'political crimes* * now should be leading the 
pack in calling for the President's impeaohmoni. W 
like Hayden, Rubin, Hoffman and ,JDavis, however, 
President Nixon will not be tried for his alleged 
"crimes" in a court of law, With a3> tlid privileges, 

. immunities and rightis, including the right to a fair trial 
with an unbiased jury, accorded evety U.S. citizen. No, 
he is to be tried for his ••political crimes*' in a hi^ly 
partisan forum with few, if any, guarantees that his 
rights will be protected. And who would deny that in 

. the final analysts ••political crimes" are in the eye of 
the beholder. 

Thirdly, impeachment is inappropriate,' because it 
uswps the power of the people to select their leader. 
In effect, impeachment negates the mandate of an 
election. Whether or not an individual should be 
allowed to remain in office is a political issue, a matter 
for the people, not the politicians, to decide, just as it 
was the prerogative of the people of Boston to re-elect 
Mayor James Curley while he was serying j;ime At^ 
^ Dan burjr^ Penitentiary for ftaud. — — 

If President Nipn has violated the law, let him be 
tried in the courts, like any other citizen. There is 
nothing in the Constitution that says a President, Vice 
President or other civil officer cannot be indicted 
without being impeached firsu In fact, our history tends 
to suggest the contrary. Thomas Jefferson's Vice 
President, Aaron Burr, was indicted for the murder of 
Alexander Hamilton, but he was never impeached. 
Schuyler Colfax, who was Vice President during Grant's 
administration, was indicted for bribery, but he was not 
impeached. Nor did the Congress find it necessary to 
impeach Vice President Spiro Agnew before he could be 
indicted and prosecuted on criminal^hargesi^ ^ere is 
no difference between a President and Vice President. 
As John Marshall noted in 1807, when he ruled that 
President Jeffttson could be subpoenaed, the President 
does not stand outside the compulsory jurisdiction of 
the cejurts; the President is subject to the same law as 
lahy other citizen. This principle was reaffirmed in the 
recent tapes dispute by Judge John Sirica and the US. 
District Court of Appeals. . 

MMha&v^riea and other jurists have argued con- 
vincingly that our system of government explicitly and 
emphatically repudiates the notion that "a king can do 
no wrong." The Founding Fathers made it quite clear 
during their debates at the Constitutioiml Convention 
that no man would be excused flrom his responsibilities 
and obligations under the law by virtue of his office. 
Elected from the mass, the Con^^ssman, Senator 
President returns to the mass when his term of office 
expires,; . 

If the assumption of office did not relieve Richard 
-Nixon from his obligation to obey the law, then it did 
notjibnegate his rigtit to the law's protection either. 



Like any other citiziBri. the President ^ protected by 
the rights guaranteed in the Fifth, Sixth and Eighth 
Amendjaiei|ts of our Constitution.

Last week during "Black 
Week" a variety of enter- 
taining and educational 
programs were offered to the 
campus community by tt^e* 
Black Awareness Associa- 
tion. The two events that I 
would like to mention are 
the panel discussion . that 
was held Tuesday evening 
(March 26, 1974). and the 



concert that was not held 
Saturday night (March 30, 
1974). 

, The topic of Tuesday's 
discussion was "Black 
Students at MSC-Are They 
Tokens?" The .majority of 
the pat^l composed of fac- 
ulty, staff, aiid students, 
felt that black students were 
just that-tokens. I'm sure 
no one there was surpciied 
by-t^e answer. The discus- 
sion quickly moved in more 
fijeartingflil direction of h<m- 
we tokens could become a 
legitimate part erf MSC. 
"Many suggestioira i?ere 
' made, some seemed prac- 
tical, others had already 
been tried but found want- 
ing. Some of the suggestiond 
were far black students t^ 
get elected by J^e student 
Jbody^.jta^ fttrfttfliic . p o licy* 
making positions, or join- 
ing more campus organi- 
zations to mal^ oiir pres- 
ence felt. Dr. L. Park, who 
managed to take time out; of 
Ins buay schedule to parti- 
cipate in the discusaion, 
also men^oned some of 
these things. The black 
studentis tned to explain 
how past experiences dem- 
oiistiated (the results of 
elections, .ideas, and re-^ 
quests .being rejected ^ i|f-T 
nored by white organiza- 
tions, etc.) that being one 
black on ^a committee of 
five or two black members in 
an organization of ten still 
lesulted in tokenism, and 
that no real pro^ss re- 
sulted. We tokens would be, 
and are many times, laughed 
off, pacified, outvoted, or 
down right ignored. For 
some reason, many of the 
white participante seemed 
to believe that these sit- 
uations did not, and could 
not happen here at 99%' 
white MSC. 

This brings me to the 
Ohio Players concert tha t 
was cancelled last Friday. 
The concert was to be of- 
fered by, Colle^ Union 
Board and the Black Aware- 
ness Association. Earlier 
in the semester, CUB had 
decided to dlfer both a 
Soul Concert and another 
rock concert before the end 
of tiie semester. About five 
weeks ago, CUB agreed to 
have the Soul Concert during 
Black Week if B.A.A. would 
help^ with , the preparations. 
B.A.A. said they would 
help with the concert and 
do all the outside publicity 
for an area with a 12-mile 
radius from Mansfield. This 
v?as done. A meeting of CUB 
was called for last Thurs- 
last night. Another black 
member of CUB notified me. 
At the meeting, more pub- 
licity for the concur t was^, 
discussed, l^riday afternoon 
another CUB meeting was 
called for 4 p.m. which 
qovered last minute prepa- 
rations for the concert the 
next night. The meeting 
ended about ^4^30 p.ni. I

Gods churning up some 
righteous anger, I wonder if 
the date isn't, after all, 
ironically appropriate. 

April Fool Shen Te-you 
have saved humanity. Be- 
cause you are good the world 
_.ffay continue • playing itself 
out, may continue accordii^ 
to the book of the rules; the 
Gods may propitiously jce^ 
turn from whence they came, 
and the audience can exper- 
ience the gravel taste of 
Brechtian irony. 

True to the emerging tra- 
ditions of the Mansfield 
stage, the cast had depth; 
a notable achievement given 
the sheer numbers involved. 
The old faces were there: 
Dave Kline contorting him- 
self into simian proportions 
but creating a humane and 
sympathetic personality; 
Diane Shaffer as the vital, 
waspish wife who leads in 
the pafek of relatives; Ned 
Coulter, our Mend Tariulfe 
only this time in a flight 
jacket, becoming the quin- 
teasoitial cad; Tom Char- 
vat, a rather courteous por- 
trait of official corruption; 
Terry Hartzell with a splen- 
did facial grimace for Grand- 
father, and Kim Motter, a 
strong, articulate and fear- 
s<HBe Shu Fti*^Oh y0s, 



the Gods, but except for the 
convenient conch shell left 
overborn Lard of the Flies 
it wa8^ difiSettl^ 4i>-tri^-^iem 
apart. , . , | 

And there were new ftlces: 
Mrs. Shin, Kim Rodriguez, 
cackled right through to the 
nerve ends, "are you going to 
be swptisfid,** and Lynn 
Bodenberg projected abso- 
lutely convincing fear as he 
rolled^ tobacco to the cmck^ 

Yang Sun's whip. And then 
of course, there is Shen Te 
herself-Emily Hillard, wh9se 
fi3^ smile, erect chin and 
static pose seemed to hold 
back the character until the 
rather striking scene where 
she plays out an imaginary 
frolic with her future son; 
after that the "Angel of the 
Slums" elicits a .mate hu- 
mane compassion. 

The play seemed to start 
slowly and the initial ""char- 
acter appearances were 
somewhat still and stilted, 
out of focus so ta speak. But 
in retrospect much of the ef- 
fect was due to the techni- 
cal manipulations of the 
Brechtian Epic Theater; an 
audience used to the arti- 
fice of the theater is easily 
fascinated by the lights, the 
set 'frames, and the rain, and 
until characterization begins 
to asseft itself as a focal 
point, the plaly wavers on the 
. edge of the episodic.

White bread? The sand- 
wich ought to be constructed 
of the more substantial 
whole wheat, 1 thought, as 
Frank's son drew the at- 
tention of the audience for 
several minutes during Mon- 
day night*s performance of 
The Good Woinan o( Setz- 
uan. When Frank's son dip- 
ped his hand into the trash 
can, seai^ching for food, he 
came up with something re- 
sembling a peanut and but-, 
i&c and jelly sandwich— on 
wbite biead. This was an in- 
teresting jjapt! of the eve- 
ning. 

There were other light 
momenta,, serious ques- 
tion posed by the play, how- 
ever, was: How can a good 
person durvive in the world? 
Given the deception and 
cheating and other ob- 
, stacles. As Brecht was en* 
gaged in the writing of the 
play he must have realized 
/the magnitude of the ques- 
tion. Brecht was writing the 
%lay as the Second World 
war- began. When Brecht Ivas 
creating the character of the 
pilot-lover of Shen-Te, whom 
Shen-Te described in a mono- 
logue as one who flies to far- 
away lands to bring the 
"friendly mail" (thereby 
causing happiness, as Shen- 
Te saw it) Brecht's country- 
men, were bombing places 
like Rotterdam and London. 
Brecht was in e^le in Uie 
U.S. after 194U ^ 

The German play is en- 
titled Der gute Mensch von 
Sezuan* The Germftn word 
^Mensch is the , equivalent of 

'•human b^ingj" or "maii," 




in the general sense. 
Brecht's heroines are hu- 
man beings first; they are 
people from the , lowest ex- 
tremities of the social 
scale, in any time, in any 
country. -Brecht lends the 
heroine a strength and a 
goodness that outshines that 
of the other characters in 
the ,p|ay. Just a few years 
later, Brecht's The Cauco 
sian Chalk Circle appeared. 
In this play the servant 
girl risks her life to isave a 
child, which is not her own; 
she is compassionate, and 
compassion transcends the 
social barriers. The servant 
girl thereby achieves^ a kind 
of motherhood. At the end of 
the play she is awarded the 
child hy & faiwninded judge, 
because she would not let 
.the child be harmed (The 
p^irtWe c^ the Chalk Cir- 
cle involved the two women 
who claim to be the actual 
mothers of the child, in a 
tugging match; but the ser- 
vant girl refuses to pull the 
child from the circle). 

In Brecht's The Good 
Woman of Setzuan three de- 
ities come to earth in search 
of a good person; they find 
Shen-Te, the only person in 
Seti^uan who will grant them 
lodging ibr a night* She is re-' 

wafded by a gift of money 
and sets up a modest to- 
bacco business; soon the 
parasites move in. The de- 
ities appear from time to 
time. They were looking far 
and wide for the good p^- 
son, and nearly settled on 
Wang, the water carrier, but 
discoveiM tl^t' he sold w«- 



ter from a dipper that had ' a 
fal^e bottom; Wang was thus 
cheating his customers. It is 
evident that it is not easy to 
be a god in Setzuan; the 
mythical past is being en- 
croached upon by modern at- 
titudes and by the technical 
realities of the^20th century. 
There is atheism^ and shoot- 
ing in the distance, not ta 
mention the telephone wires 
tlmt are everywhere appar- 
ent. In the German version, ; 
3recht describes the cap- 
ital of Setzuan as being... 
halb europaisiert. Setzuan, 
then, stands for a place that 
is not so far removed from 
Brecht (or from us). It is 
anyplace where people try to' 
cheat other people, and 
wherein the goodi ;^|»eopl0 
struggle on. ^ 

This play, and the play 
Chalk Circle, are termed 
"parables for the theatre." 
After watching the play we 
ought to come away with an 
insight into the human pre- 
dicament, and the possible 
remedies for man's ills. 
Through Brecht's "aliena- 
tion effect" the audience is 
periodically reminded that 
what they are seeing is a^ 
play, (Frank Ball aptly dis- 
cusses Brecht's theatre on 
the reverse side of the pro^ 
gram) The audience is not 
to become immersed in .the 
magic' of the stage produc- 
tion, but is supposed to keep 
its mind open* In tl^is way 
the audience cilflti Vievr with 
objectivity a thesis, which 
is based on Marxist-humanist 
beliefs.

Brecht's Byzantium however

Brecht teaches us about the 
evils qf capitalism; the - 
critique . capital ism is a 
critique of a syst&m that - 
permits a monied class to ex- 
ploit other people, their 
brethren in the factories^ the 
proletariat. And perhaps 
Brecht's^ message is pro- 
phetic. If what we glef^n froi 
the media these day^ has 
any validity, it Avould appear 
that we in the U.S. were oil 
the way to becoming a §pe- ' 
cies whose mbvements coiild 
be monitored electronically.

popular across campuses 



One* trend in college educa- 
tkm k toward d&*tt^ourself 
classes. At some colleges 
and universities students 
design their own courses and 
grade themselves. 

Another ^nd is toward 
interdiscipdinaiy courses* ' 
which break down barriers 
between disciplines in - order 
to focus on broad issues 
' such as the environment and 
the future of the hiiman race. 

Interdisciplinary courses 
are offered now at many state 
colleges, such as Kent State, 
in Ohio. And Sangamon State 
Umverai^ m Spdni^dldf 
111., offers more than two 
dozen interdisciplinary pro- 
fesaiQna} sequences leading 
to a BJ\i. degree. 

According to the Kent State 
College catalog, the new 
courses "have been institu- 
ted to meet more effectively 
the need for a Liberal Arts 
background." 

Kent State has also set up 
experimental program 
called **Clu8ter8' €cm- 
cems," which is compara- 
tively free of the usual 
cour&^e restrictions of pre- 
requisites, ipfttdes and •etess 
requirements. ^ 

"Clusters of Concerns'* 
are tiie problems, questibns, 
and circumstances troubling 
our society today— the con- 
oms for peace, the environ- 
ment, the future of education, 
and the problems of poverty 
and prejudice. 

Kent State offers * five 
"Clusters of Concerns": War 
and Peace; l^cism and Po- 
verty; Natural and Social 
Ecologies; Problems* and 
Possibilities of Education; 
tmd Individualism, ^tissent, 
and Communication. 

Kot all iiroups study the 
-i^e^^p^ilic 'things; each 
selects its own subject mat- 
! ter within the broad topical 
I outline. Each group (of no 
more than 15 students) ds-' 
cides for itself the require- 
me;it8 for the "course" and 
the atatidards of a "pasaing* ^ 
perftariBaiicet 



Overseas study programs 
have beeonie increasingly 
popular on campuses like 
Michigan State and Coe Col- 
lege, in Iowa. Other colleges 
are adopting a mini-term, a 
mo|ith between setnesteis fbr 
independent study. 

Catching ott at many col- 
leges is a co-operative edu- 
cation intern prograra- earning 
while learning. A student 
goes to school five years 
instead of four, jaltemating 
fhll-time campus Btudy with 
full-time work. The job re- 
lates as closely as possible 
H » t he s t u dent's fie l d of 
study* An estimated 400 col- > 
leges and universities now 
offer some form of co-operative 
education. And 300 more are 
developing such programs. 

Terms such as flexifaliity, 
variety, relevance, and ^xh- 
mitment are suitable to de- 
scribe new modes tot general 
education. 

According to many ob- 
serversb atudents look at 
their general education 
courses as degree require- 
ments rather than mean- 
ingful e}q}eriences impor- 
tant to their' own iproWti) and 
development. The innovations 
which are surfacing in col- 
leges across' the " countiy 
seem to reflect a demand for ' 
change and relevance. 
' Margaret Mead, in a Red- 
book article in 1969, de- 
clared that students are 
"purposefully refusing to 
accept the role that has been 
traditionally assigned to 
them as submissive and de- 
pendent members of the aca- 
demic community." She said 
students don't like the world 
they are coming to know and 
they wmt inim^iate change. 
"They want the academic 
world to be the center of the 
change," she said. 

Now, five yeaip after, we- 
are seeing these changbs. 



by the Ad Hoc Committee, 
only three groups are re- 
quired. They are: I.Human- 
ities, Il-Social Sciences, and 
III-Science/Math. Students 
must take 12 credit hours in 
each of the three groups.

Both 
professors bring into the 
course knowledge and ideas 
from each field. 

Dr. Pincus said™ inter- 
disciplinary courses will 
put emphasis on the "inter- 
connectedness" of know- 
ledge. He said that Il^i^tel~ 
Five does not do this. 

Dr. Bernard Kbloski, 
English professor and a mem- 
ber of the committee that - 
drew up model five^: said 
he nvas in favor of experi^ 



menting. but not throwin|( 
away the whole educaticm 
structure that model five 
represents. \ 

Dr. Donald Darnton, Vice- 
president of Academic Af- 
fairs and a member of the 
Ad Hoc Committee, said he 
wanted to know the feelings 
of the faculty and whether 
the direction the committed 
suggested for general educa- 
tion was a good one. 

Our general education pro- 
gram is being examined— 
closely. The question seems , 
to be is our program adi^^ 
quate and beneficial pQ the 
students at MSG, or is there 
need for a change? ' * 



Educational trends headed towards new courses 



Change is coming to Mans- 
field. New trends in j^<^-^ 
tion are headed toward inter- 
disciplinary and experimental 
courses. ^ . 

A look at science fiction 
from the viewpoints of both 
science and the humanities: 
is taken in The Worlds of If. 
an interdisciplinary .course 
offered this semester. The 
course is team taught by Dr. 
Richard Mason of the Pl^sics 
Department and Mr. Rpger 
Rawlings of the English De^. 
partment. Mr. Rawlings de- 
scribes >he course as "very 
experimental." There are 
about 40 students enrolled 
in this course, which seems 
to indicate that the. students 
are lookiifg fo^new and dif- 
ferent courses* 
4i^(i^ve comes for the 

most part are restricted to 
electives. Interdisciplinary 
courses, which relate two or 
more disciplines, do not fit 
into any one of the five 
areas of MSC's present Gen- 
eral Education program. 

The current General Ed- 
ucation proposal would focus 
on such innovations, in- 
cJtt^^ intodiscipilnluty 



courses. 

The summer school of- 
ferings this year will include 
experimental programs'^ of the 
sort the Committee on Gener- 
al Education envisions. 

The summer program will 
include niiie experimental 
courses, some of them taught 
by teams from different 
departments. 

Creative Journalism will 
expjore the culture and re- 
sourses of the region, usin^ 
ischniques of journalist and 
fiction in reporting. 

Another course will ex- 
plore the culture and ecology 
of the Pine Greek Area. 
Field trips, speakm, lec- 
tures and readings will be 
included. 

Two off-campus courses 
will be differed.— -0ne^ll 
work with handicapped chil- 
dren at Camp Daddy Allen, a 
Pennsylvania Easter Seal 
Society Gamp. The other 
wilp consist of observation 
and participation at the 
Ebensburg State School and 
Hospital for the mentally 
retarded.

a graduate course in conser- 
vation and envir(xunenta] 
education, five two-week 
music courses, a course in 
social studies instruction, 
and a trainee program in 
Early Childhood Education.

One question that is sure 
to raise , eyebrows on this 
campus 1— or any . college 
campus — is the function of 
freshman composition. . Pro- 
fessors, administrators, and 
ptudents ae em' to be will^^ 
to express their opinions on 
such a universal subject. . 

Some academicians believe' 
that English composition is 
the only way a student can 
ieam the basic ftincjtions of 
writing. Others believe that 

it is the duty of all profes- 
sors to teach writing skills 
and that freshman composi- 
tion couM be eliminated. 
Sc»D6_8chods are ejq^- 
menting with new approaches 
to teaching the course. 

One **Ivy League" uni- 
versity lephiced composition 
with a writing seminar that a 
^^tudent can take instead of 
tiie regular basic writing ° 
course. For example, if a 
student is a histoiv major, 
then he or she would eiioli 
in a seminar and do all 

Ss^mjorfte^fcr"^^^^ within 
How are changing atti- 
tudes about fireshman compo- 
sltidn afifecting Mansfield 
State College? Are our 
academicians satisfied with 
the present program, or is 
there room for change? 

Academic Affairs Vice 
President r Donald Damton 
said recently that he has 
raised the question of ex- 
amining the various ways 
that English composition can^ 
be channeled. 

"I don't intend to get rid 
of fresbmap comoositioii." 
l)r. Damton said. "I have 
only raised the question to 



see if our programs ate go- 
ing "In the proper direction." 

Dr. Damton said that some 
of the questicms he has been 
asking deal with what the 
student actually learns from 

^ ^ucompositioft cou^e^ 1 
"First," he said, "we 

' have to face the questiori 
fairly and ask ourselves why 
we have freshman composi- 
tion and what to expect from 
. the course. Siscond, are we 
using this course as an . 
effective vehicle? 

Dr, Larry Uffelman, chair- 
man of the- fireshman compo- 
sition program, said English 

- composition is the only 
course in which every stu- 
dent is taught the principles 
of good writing. 

He said the English de- 
partment does not try to turn 
out Hemmingways or Long- 
fellows, but only to teach 
each student principles of 

. good writing. Some of these 
DKHictid^es are, he said, 
effective paragraphs, sen- 
tence construction, essay 
reading, and self-expiession. 

Dr. Damton said he thought 
learning how to write should 
not end in the student's 
freshman year. He ^aid pro- 
fessors iVom every subject 
slK>uld direct their attention 
to a student's writing ability 
and take interest in the stu- 

. dent's progression. 

"We should evaluate writ- 
ing on a continuous basis," 

' he said. "Rather than say 
to a student, *you must take 
tWo writing courses in your 

, freshman year,' we should 
work with a student's writing 
potential duri|ig the entire

Dr« Uffelman said he doubt- 
ed if prctfessors in other de- 
partments had the time to 
teach writing to each indi- 
,vidual student. He said 
English professors are better 
trained to teach writing and 
know how to cope with cer- 
tain problems. 

"We (English profs) have 
studie4„.how to teach writ' 
ing," Dr. Uffleman saidw 
"Everyone in the English 
^Department actively writes 
in one form or another and 
this is extremely helpful in 
teaching students to write 
properly." 

Mr. Thomas Costello, 
placement director at MSG, 
said he thought students 
needed, mote work in basic 
wfiting skills because they 
are not prepared to express 
themselves the time they 
reached their senior year 
and were ready to seek em- 
ployment. 

"I realize my point of view 
is a vocational one," Mr. 

Costello sai4. "But as far 
as 1'^ 9oncemed« our stu- 
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dents are just not .taught 
enough writing skills. I have 
to help many students write 
letters pf inquiry and that 
is only the beginning." 

Freshman students were 
will ing to ejcpr®ia--ifc®ir 
opinion— and it was mostly 
Jiepitive. The y said fresh- 
man comp was too repeti* 
tious. They said most 
the skills learned in high 
school were taught in fresh* 
. man composition. 

"I think it was a waste of 
time," said freshman Karen 
Etzel. "I had all of that in 
high school and so it really 
didn't help me." 

"I had. two different pro- 
fessOTS," said freshman Joan 
Snyder, "and it was really 
hard tp j^Q^ to both of 
them in the same year. Be- 
sides, I Imew most ^of what _ 
the prc^s were teaching be- 
cause I had it for 12 years." 

"Listen," said f^shman 
Bob Connors, "if I didn't 
have freshman composition 
I'd really be in trouble. 
Some kids can write and 
some can't. I was oae-4if— 
those who couldn't." 

"^'Only trouble is," said 
freshman Mike Shire, '*! 
wish I could have continued 
to write throughout my four 
years in oollege rather than 
just two courses in my fresh- 
man year."

To ^6se students and 
faculty who have given so 
freely of their time both in 
the Forum and the Fine Arts 
Qommittees, J humbly ac- 
knowledge my gratitude for 
their support^ Those of us 
who were involved in these 
Committees know well the 
arduous task of providing 
on-campus experiences oh a 
subsistence budget. But 
even so those events that 
were here enriched the cam- 
pus (who of the thousand 
people that were there can 
forget the City Center Acting 
Company's performance of 
Three Sisters last Novem- 
ber?). Moreover, I was 
pissed to see Professor 
Harrison's comment in the 
Letters column that * ♦Cul- 
ture has notl^iig to da with 
numbers, and cultural diver- 
sity cannot be achieved by 
majority decision." Those 
of us on the Fine Arta Com- 



mittee recognize the appro- 
priateness of this statement; 
there are too many people on 
camipus in positions of res- 
ponsibility who equate the 
quality and contribution of 
any event on campus to the 
number of people attending. 
Such numbers should not he 
completely ignored, but, for 
example, would it be^hi our 
best interest to eliminate 
basketball games on campus 
if, on the average* only one 
hundred speeMaro should 
come to the games? Similar- 
ly, is it appropriate to make 
it impossible to brihg a 
Symphony Orchestra to cam- 
pus because of budget re- 
strictions? 

However, is the above 
tendency to quantify quality 
so surprising? It seems that 
people become very uneasy 
when they replace "objec- 
tive'* numbers , (however 
questionably obtained with 
subjective value judgements. 
Perhaps the brouhaha con- 
cerning the Ohio Players is 
a case in point. There were 
value judgements made, but 
it appears that not everyone 
responsible for the event had 
an opportunity to be heard* 
If tiiere is a lesson here, it-^ 
might be that if judgements 
have to be made, people must 
understand how they are to 
be made, what considerations 
are to be used in coming to a 
decision^ andi^ what pro- 
cedures are to be laid down 
to guarantee that all sides 
shall be heard. In this way, 
we may not ' agree with a 
particular decision, but will 
respect it and those who had 
to make it. 

But what about those who 
make judgements we choose 
not to accept? How do we 
react? Sometimes viciously; 
often both students and 
faculty are merciless in the 
attack, since they are so 
well equipped, by trade, for 
the job. A small example 
can be found m the imo .

. consumption are as blatantly 
racist as this D.W. Griffith 
production* ^ His attempt to 
display the Ku Klux Klan as 
tJie savior of the South, and 
the black man as a sub- 
human, good for nothing, 
chicken stealing fool does 
not even touch on subltety. 
Griffith's distortion of the 
^ truth is so obvious as to 
expose him as the only real 
I fdol of the movie.

Real book lovers at Mans- 
field State Coll ege-the ones 
who sit and stroke calfbound 
vdttines and coress^he vel^ 
lum page by page-don't 
quite approve 9f the method, 
but even they lare impressed 
,with the nearly 50,000 new 
"microbooks" in the MSC 
library. A microbook is 
just a took photographed on 
microfilm ; vthe print is re- 
duced by up to ninety times, 
the pages reproduced as is 
and it all fits (if it is less 
than 1000 pages) on one 3" 
X 5" card. The student then 
reads the books" at a 
machine in the library. 
- And for those people 
whose love for books hinges 
on their portability, a new 
lap-reader for' microforms 
has been developed, weigh- 
ing less than a moderate- 
sized dictionary if one 
chooses to carry it around. 

The combination of having 
the new. "volumes" on the 
microHche (cards ), the 1 a o- 
reader, and the very fact of 
having those millions ^£ 
pages of print^^iwailable is" ^ 
quickly reconciling the book- 
purists to the microforms, r 

Those millions of pag08 
have been photo^aphed by 
Library Resources, Inc.", an 
Encyclopedia Britannica 
company. What makes them 
speciah is that they consti- 
tute books that are rare, out- 
of-print prohibitively ex- 
pensive for a college like 
Mansfield. They represent, 
as well, thousands of vol- 
*iuies that wouJd otherwise 
take up rooms and rooms of 

Close to $190,000 has 
been spent on the microforms 

collection since 1971, 
$85,00C of which was ap- 
Q^priated for the *'Micro- 
'bboks*' collections. The 
rest had been utilized in up- 
dating the "serial hold- 
ings" of the library and 
building extensive "back 
files'* of periodicals James 

Simonis, Du^ctor of Libi»ry 1;. 
Services explains* Mans- 
fleldf hsving bden primarily 
oriented toward teacher edu- > 
cation until ten years- ago, 



had built its library chietly 
aroung teaching and educa- 
tion. T he trans ition to 1 iber- 
al arts- left ^ library with 
much catching up to do in 
the liberal arts subject 
areas. The back issues of 
professional publications on 
microfilm substantially sup- 
plement those areas. 

"A liberal arts college 
which has been buying books 
for a hundred years would 
have been accumulating the 
kind of a collection that we 
could not duplicate without 
microform," points out Mar- 
tha Donahue, Reference Li- 
brarian. "Many of these, 
books are . not available now. 
"Also, when one considers 
the comparison of cost be-' 
tween a book and a fiche, 
the space that would be in- 
volved for that many books, 
and the amount of work in- 
volved in the .pre^cataloging 
and .getting a book ready to 
be shelved, this system 
saves an immense amount 
of money." 

One of the microbook col- 
lections, "The Library of 
American Civilization," for 
instance, which contains 

19.000 - volumes, cost 
$21,000. There are over 
6,000,000 pages in the col- 
lection, and it has been es- 
timated that the cost in book 
form would be over $450,000. 
Space requirements for tte 
entire collection is six cubic 
feet— comparable to the space 
required to handle only the 
Card cataloging for an equiv- 
alent number of books. 

"The Library of American 
Civilization" covers all ' 
aspects of American life 
up to the outbreak of World 
War I; the titles were selec- 
ted by forty leading scholars 
in American studies. "Few, 
if any, of the largest uni- 
versity libraries have more 
than 50 to 60% of the titles," 

explained Treadwell Uuml, 
President of the Library 
Resources, Inc. 

As a result, special photo- 
graphic facilities to film all 
the books of the collection, 
were set up at Dartmouth 
Universities of Chicago and 
illinois, and. thQ Library of-^ 
Congress. In addition, a 
special trailer was outfitted 



to circulate around the coun- 
try, filming books not avail-, 
able at the other libraries i_ 
As a result of ^ ^sng* 
small colleges now can have 
library holdings to compete 
with those at the great uni- 
yersides. 

In addition to the "Ameri- 
can Civilization" collection, 
the MSC Library has acquired 
"American Literature," 
which is in progress. The 
Library has 17,000 or , so 
completed mierocai^s the^ 
35,000 projected volumes 
listed in Jacob Blanqk's 
Bibliography of ^meircan 
hiteratwe. 

A collection known as the 

"Human Relations Area 
Files," is another acquisi- 
tion, designed for cross- 
cultural and comparative 
research by anthropologists 
and related behavioral scien- 
tists. This includes articles, 
books and manuscripts listed 

in 700 categories, which 
have been cross-indexed to 
ht'mg sophisticated mginal 
research within the range of 
undergraduate students. 
"Black Experience in Ameri- 
ca since the 17th Century' * 
mcludes 600 titles widely 
applicable in Black Studies, 
and "The Negro: Emancipa- 
tion to World War I" deals 
with books and pamphlets by ^ 
and about the Negro from 
1863 to 1914. . 

The ERIC Collection ( Edu- 
cational Resources Informa 
tion Center Va^iocifflientation 
of programs, development, 
and proceedings in education, 
is also t)art of the group of 
microforms acquired since 
1971. "The League of Na- 
tion Treaty Series" and the 
"Microbook Library of 
English Literature" complete 
the listing of the new collec- 
tions.^ 

Some people are concerned 
that a new generation of 
machinbphiles is being de- 
veloped. The cold metal of 
the readers may not be too 
appealing, but they do warm 
up. And so do the aforemen- 
tioned bibliophiles when they

— ^ce the early 1960*8 tte^ 
entire job placement picture 
has changed. This change is 
due maiiuy to the basic law 
of supply »and demand. Mans- 
field State College itself has 
been noticeably affected by 
this change. The emphasis at 
Mansfield has shig^d from 
Teacher Education to arts 
and sciences. Out of the 
1970 graduating class of 560 
students, there were only 62 
Arts and Sciences majors. 
The class of 1974 will grad- 
uate close to 900 students, 
253 of which will be receiv- 
ing their degrees Aits 
and Sciences. 

Despite the decline in 
Teacher Education majors, 
the Annual Placement Ser- 
vice Report, put out by, the 
Placement Office, reports 
that the numb^ of education 
majors being gainfully em- 
ployed has remained steady 
at 70%. „ 

A nuBifaiBr of placement 
chaiijges have taken place 
within the teacher education 
division. Hie Placement 
Bulletin reports that "the 
supply and demand for ele- 
mentary teachers Ms c^ianged 
from a shortage to, at least, 
a balanc^ demand and in 
sodae areas an oversupply. 
At lilansfield, this change 
seems to have been offset fay 
the new demand for Special 
Education majors who often 
change from elementary to 
Special Education." The 
most difficult to place are 
the secondary majors in the 
jlumanities and Social Sci- 
ences, ^ienpe majots, 
portedly, find teacldng posi- 
tion rapidly. 

The bttHetitt also reports 
an increasing demand for 
teachers who have dual cer- 
tiHcation in a variety of 
fields, and that dual certifi- 
cation for Social Science ma^ 
jors could .be the answer to 
the ppesent dilemma. A slight 
incri^se in teacher vacan- 
cies has been reported i^ the 
past yea^, and compared to ^ 



last year, fewer graduates in 
the Social Sciences and His- 
tory are still seeking em- 
ployment. 

"The 1970's pose serious 
problems fqr graduates of the 
^is and Sciences, as -well 
as teacher education; for 
even the highly optimistic 
Bureau of Labor expects sap- 
ply and demand parity by 
the 1980's and predicts con- 
tinued oversupplies of col- 
lege graduates in some So- 
cial Sciences and iiumani- 
ties." 

The Arts and Science ma- 
jors from Mansfield are being 
placed in a wide variety of 
positions. In the field 
mental health graduates are 
being placed in occupational 
therapist traininffships and as 
clinical counselors. Others 
are being employed as en- 
virqpmental technicians for 
the Pennsylvania Depart- 
ment of Transportation, as 
we|] as with regional and lo- 
cal urban fanners. 

Many graduates are get- 
ting into business as man- 
agement trainees. Mansfield 
graduates are currently ^^hold- 
ing such positions at Sears, 
J.C. Penney's, and Gim- 
bel's, among others. "These 
fields," accorduig to Thomas 
Costello, Director of Place- 
ment, "are wide open for 
people who are able to main- 
tain a solid 2.5 and above 
average and are active in 
outside activities." The 
school is a supplier for 
state and federal civil ser- 
vice employers, particularly 
in the fields of human ser- 
vices* law enforcement, com- 
munity action and planning, 
iBuid public welfare. 

A dual program of a Bach- 
elor of Arts degree and some 
background in business is 
popular 'with students and 
employers in such fields as 
town management, banking, 
insurance adjustment ami 
underwriting," and eovirmi- 
mental profectic^*

Student 
career. 
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Anyone who has ever gone 
job hunting knows the dif- 
ficulty today's pociety 
presents to the potential 
wai^-eamer. Jobs are hard 
to ccxne by, and careers eve 
harder. The idea of a career, 
however, will change dras- 
tically by the 1980's. Many 
people will probably have as 
many as seven careers • in 
one lifetime. 

A March 18 special section 
of the Christian Science 
Monitor, looks at careers 
from a future perspective. 
A series of stories exiMfiies 
what types of labor will be 
needed, education . and 
careers, and early career 
training. 

The following is some of 
the pertinent information 
ooniaiBed in those stories. 

There may be a surplus of 
it least 750,000 teachers by 
1988. There are, several 
means of all^igting the 
situation, however. One 
means is to reduce class 
size. Another is to incor- 
porate new^ subjects mto.- 
school curriclua. 

John Shingleton, Director 
of Placement at Michigan 
State University, says of 
colleges: "They are turning 

out more and more people in 
the areas that requwe fewer 
and fewer workers." ' He 
suggests that wluie the jc^ 
market consists of market 
skills, the tr^nd is towards 
liberal arts and general 
education. 

Workers most in demand in 
the 19^»s will be account- 
tants, skilled laborers, 
market researchers, bio- 
medical technicians, agri- 
bus inessii)en« dentists, 
dieticians,^ ecohominsts 
pilots and statisticians. 
These fields will ©pen with 
new perspectives as the 80*s 
progress. 

Interest in science has 
dropped steadily over the 
past ten years,, and this 
year's class of scientists is 
the smallest in 2U year»« For 



this reason, every spot of 
engineer is in demand, ex- 
cept in the aresa of aero- 
nautics. The oillsrisis will 
continue to create new jobs 
for scientists. The space ^ 
program is another place 
there is always room for 
scientists. Ecology, com- 
minications and transfOTta- : 
tion all create problems- for 
society, requiring more and 
more scientists for answer • ' 

Government is always in 
need for workers on all" 
levels. Goverhmenr always ■ 
continues to grow, always 
calling for a work force. New 
governmental projects are 
started every day. ^ This is 
one job market the worker 
can always count one. 

''^e growth otthe oommu- 
nications industry, particu- 
larly TV and radio, makes^ 
that fieW quite promising 
because of the public's 
interest i0 the increasingly 
compel X world situation . 

Proliferation of regional * 
art companies .... indicates 
possibilities in iffl-and art- 
related professions. Al- 
though performing* art com- 
panies cannot meet their 
posts and an adequate supply 
of creative people exists, the 
demand may be greater thSn 
the supply by ttie 1980's. 
There also may be a demand 
for nontheatrical film makers 
in education, businesSt in- 
dustry, and government. 

Labor economists who 
predict too many over-quali- 
fied persons expect an 
economic^ slowdown begin- 
ning in i978 which will 
produce an upemployment 
rate of five million and a 
decrease in the need for 
managerial and administra- 
tive positions. There will, 
however, be -an increase in 
the nefed for clerical workers, 
dales persons, and highly 
skilled blue collar workers.

Required courses may 
^eem^ke a meaningless 
"Uycle to some students. - You 
have to take them to get the 
.diploma, which you need to 
pay back the money you bor- 
rowed for college. We have 
fallen into a dreary pattern, 
learning what well only 
forget in a few months. 

But recent declines in en- 
rollment, here at Kiansfield 
State College have prompted 
administration members to 
reassess the general direc- 
tion in which the college is 
heading. The ad hoc commit- 
tee on <ieneral Education 
had defined a rationale be- 
hind a new General Educa- 
tion Program. Hopefully, 
this new rationale will cre- 
ate a more meaninltf^l curie-' 
. ulum in the future. 

Although courses like 
Freshman Composition, Oral 
Communication, Health and 
Physical Education are like- 
ly to stay, their formats may 
be modified. For instance, 
students may be required to 
take Freshman Comp. II in 
their junidr year to refresh 
them of important writing 
stsllls* It is also possible 
ihat g&mnA fernning skills 



and competencies will be 
emphasized throughoi^ th6 
undergraduate program, rather 
than being confined to th^ 
freshman year. 

The most signifigant fea- 
ture of the rationale state* 
ment is the notion of inter- 
disciplinary studies here at 
Mansfield. Already, several 
faculty members from dif- 
ferent departments are work- 
ing together to develop ways 
for showing how their fields 
relate. This fusing ^«HfiP 
of study will make the stu- 
dent more aware of the inter- 
qpnnectedness of knowledge, 
says tiie statement. 

According to Michael 
Pincus, Dean of Liberal 
Acts > aoid Sciences and chai^• 
man of the General Educa- 
tion Committee, there is a 
definite . movement toward 
inteNlisciplinary studies. 
For instance, next spring 
MSG will offer a diverse 
series of lectures as a regu- 
lar three credit course. Ac- 
cording to Dean Pincus, profs 
from d^miit departments 
will lecture to the .class 
each week. * . 

A' fiirther implication of 
the rationale statement may 
be a decline in the impor- 
tdnce of the program-orientecl 
pajors.

Along with its requset for 
mffney each organization 
must provide the Committee 
of Finances with specific in*^ 
formation about the organiza- 
tion. It must hand in ah 
organization summation form 
which consists of the organ- 
ization's account number, 
its president and some brief 
biidgeiaiy ibformation. It 
sfils©^ inust provide - a hreak-. 



uww« Jf"^ pfevious year's 
expenditures and an inven- 
tory sheet which is an up-to- 
date list of all equipment 
purchased with Student 
Activity Fee monies. 

Aft e r - s upplying t hi s in- 
formation, representatives 
from each organization must 
go before the Commitl^ of 
Finances and answer ques- 
tions concerning their budget 
request. This should elimi- 
nate the possibliity of an 
organization getting more 
money thai it needs. 

Though pK^utions such . 

as these are taken when 
making up the Student Acti- 
vity fee budget, it is ac- 
knowledged by Olimpi and 
other members of SGA that 
money is often wasted or 
fool ishly ^JB^ i ty^yarious

A prime example of this W , 
CUB which jreceived $20,000 
for the scliool year and is .

Barbara Paskvan, says plans 

for a new 600-bed coed dorm 
will include several suited , 
as well as the usual two- 
occupant, rooms.

This new dorm would* 
accommodate all residents of 
Oak, Hickoty, and North Hall 
with approximately 100 extra 
spaces.

This past yeshr, because of a 
slight decrease in enrollment 
freshmen were placed m what 
are usnally upper-classmen 
dorms. This, Dean Paskvan 
noted, relieved the freshmen 
dorms where over-crow4'ng 
had been a problem.

M.S.C. students are basicplly liberals 



The theme of this journal- 
istic venture is "where is 
Mapsfield going?" But such 
an enterpnse demandB a 
knowledge of where we are, 
now. I decided to find out 
the students point of view of 
the stud^ts by use of a sur- 
vey. ' 

Politically, the bulk of 

Mansfield sttfdents claim/ to 
fluctuate between liberalism 
and moderate liberalism* 
Liberals comprise 57% of 
the student population, 
moderate conservatives 27% 
and' conservatives 9%, with 
the' remainder undecided. 

In keeping with their 
Ifieiilism, Mansfield's 
students are greatly in favor 
the equal rights amend- 
ment, national health care, 
wage and price controls and 
various other proposals with 
an obviously liberal label. 
Btit in conflict with their 
liberalism* 77% of the stu- 



dents oppose giving special 
consideration to minority 
groups in college admissions 
56% oppose public financing 
of federal elections, and 84% 
cippose bussing to achieve a 
racial balance. Surprisingly 
enough. 71% feel a voter 
st^idl be literate with a 
general knowledge of the 
issues before being allowed 
to cast a vote. 

These findings illustrate 

the paradox that political 
labeling often brings. To 

"illustrate this fact, one 
question of the survey I took 

' stated: 

."Which philosophy be- 
lieves in the centralization 
of governmental power?" 

Among social science 
majors, who hie generally 
m(He knowledgable about 
such subjects, 0!% ^suke 
liberalism, 14% conservatism. 
But among non-social sci- 
eiice majors, 16% stated 
liberalism while 41% said 
conservatism, with the -re- 
mainder undecided. This 
lack of knowledge of one of 
the basic teiiets of liberalism 



is indeed curious. /^so 
58% of those polled didn't 
want more government. Such 
a tally is inconsistent with 
the dominantly liberal feel- 
ing claimed by*^£he students. 

M6st students disaprove 
of Nixon's hajfdHng of the 
Ptesidency. ^^rty^ine per 
cent believe fie covered up 
the Watergate break in, and 
36% think the Presklent knew 
about the burglary before- 
hand. This adds up to 65% 
who felt he ^ at least knew 
about Watergate. 

Forty percent ^hink Mr. 
Nixon should be removed 
from office, with 36% op- 
posed and .24%L ^decided. 

In response to the query, 
"Do you believe, the Presi- 
dent should resign?" Fifty- 
four percent voted yes, 33% 
voted mmdW% undecided. 

In response to the question 
"Do you agree with the 
President's statement and 
its implications that 'one. 
year ot Watergate is 
enough'?" Thirty-six percent 
voted no with 10% unde- 
cided.
